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CIVILISATION AT BAY 


THE lapse of another week has served only to confirm world 
opimon of the German dictator’s new offensive. Despite the 
fulminations of the German Press, it stands out more clearly than 
ever in all its stark reality as the negation of reason, the deification 
of force, the repudiation of solemn pledges, and a chal'enge to 
liberty and to that ordered evolution of human society without which 


civilisation itself has no hope of survival. ft is the realisation of 


(his grim truth which has shocked those countries which still ae 
tree, which has forced Great Britain to abandon, with a heavy 
heart, its policy of appeasement, and which is ranging the indepen- 
dent countries in open antagonism to German brigandage. Not 
one of them could have desired to divide Europe once again into 
mutually hostile camps. If they nevertheless find themselves in 
united opposition to the Totalitarian Reich, it is because they have 
been driven perforce into such a position. To adapt a recent 
remark of Herr Hirver, they must unite or perish ! | 

Perhaps the most. hopeless feature of the German reaction to 
international protests is its total insensibility, or indifference, to the 
moral aspect of the issue. To the moral question, Germany—or 
at least her leaders and Press—is wilfully deaf and blind. The one 
colourable pretext, the right of the nations to self-determination, 
having been thrown overboard, the Nazis cynically advance as 
justification of their banditry their own need for “Lebensraum 
in Other words, for expansion without any defined limit or any 
regard for the interests of other parties. Contemptuous of what 
the Primate calls the flagrant inconsistency of this attitude with 
Christian principles, careless of the moral contagion which it may 
spread and of the effect on the standard of living of the 
poor brought. about “by gigantic protective armaments, oblivious 
even of the results to his own patient and deluded people, the 
Fihrer marches his armies to or across frontiers in the unscrupu- 
lous quest of world domination. But this defiance of moral 
scruple by a powerful section is a portent which the other nations 
cannot ignore. For them, the reign of justice and liberty is more 
important than physical strength, or even life itself. And it is the 
fact that-the rulers of Germany are deadened to all such considera- 


| 


tic ns that gives to the present crisis. its potenaney; as well as its” 


momentous gravity. The Primate was surely right in his declaras | 


tuon during Tuesd: iy s House of Lords debate : 


“tam convinced | am speaking for multitudes, without distine- 
tion of church or political party, who are certain that now it is 
the concern not only of statesmen but all who agree with the 
Christian order in s ociety to do their utmost to see vat justice and 
sood faith among nations, ahd freedom of thought and’ speech, 
ireedom of conscience and worship, freedom for the full develop- 
ment of human personality, shall not be further imperilled.” 


Certainly the fate of the Jews is intimately involved in this great 


and vital struggle for moral principle in the dealings between 
peoples. 

What the future may have in store for them it is hard to say. tn 
Germany itself the awakening to the strong reaction in the free 
countries that HirLer’s offensives have aroused, the knowledge 
that it is now not a question of reclaiming German lost sheep in 


other lands but of the naked conquest of foreign peoples, may | 


strengthen the latent. and growing opposition. Outside the Reich, 
in countries like Poland and Rumania, the threat now offered may 
impose a policy of interna! unity : but if war should come, though 
one must devoutly hope even now that it will not, its chances and 
results may make a scapegoat of the Jew, instead of a free man. 
lt is impossible to see a clear way through the darkness. One can 
only treasure the earnest belief that the ready and wholehearted 
loyalty with which the Jews .of the British Empire would give them- 
selves to its service if hostilities should unhappily be forced upon 
us should at least dispel the anti-Jewish fables so industriously 
spread by German agents and help to preserve the harmony so 
essentia [to the Empire's strength and future. Britons, may 
be trusted not to tolerate Nazi anti-Semitism in their own country 


after the object lesson of Czecho-Slovakia, where it was used as a | 


Stalking-horse for German aggression. 

Meanwhile, we are confronted with the immediate results of the 
latest German brigandage. They are seen in the suicides of Jews 
in Prague--four of them jumped, one after another, from a 
window in the main street of. the city. They are to be scen, too, 
in the threat of the introduction of the hateful Nuremberg Laws 
into the once free land of Czecho-Slovakia, and in the expulsion 


of Jews there from business, which is reported to be proceeding at. | 


breathless speed. And inthe wake of the hateful Gestapo 
have come, according to The Times, no fewer than 18,000 arrests, 
including, as we report elsewhere, many of the country’s 350,000 
Jews, as well as refugees from Germany, and the Sudetenland, and 
Czechs whose political views the Nazis do not like. ~ New armies 
of refugees spring up at the stamping of Hitier’s foot. They 
besiege the foreign Consulates, but difficulties are being put in 
their way by the local authorities. Add to all this the interference 
which must have occurred, through recent events, with the 
negotiations for an orderly exodus of the German Jews, and the 
latest aggravation of the situation due to the surrender of Meme! 
io the Reich in circumstances of brutal pressure, and we get a 
picture, still incomplete, of the confusion and suffering created by 
Hirer ’s adventures. 

It is reassuring to note the concern manifested by the British 
Government over the refugee difficulty, but it is clear that a 
problem already formidable has now been made doubly serious 
and anxious. Has not the time come for broader views 
on the whole refugee problem? Among these men are, as 


we have often urged, skilled workers and technicians. Their - 


services would surely be. of no small value to the State, 
and especially as the demands of the war industries drain 
the country more and more of its man-power. There are 
many, too, who have every reason both of sentiment and self- 


preservation to join this country’s armed forces and whose loyalty: 
could unquestionably be trusted. Why should not this resefvoir 
be drawn upon?. Why, in short, should refugees be regarded, 
as a liability instead of a valuable potential asset? The. 
question of supplementing the man-power of the nation ‘is- 
looming near ahead.

of that. land. There ate also many Arabs who remember 
with bitterness the .murders carried out by the extremists, 
and who resent the ties which exist between these criminals and.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND PALESTINE 

THERE is good reason to believe that, in view of the gravity of the 
international situation, the British Government will postpone issuing 
its statement of policy in regard to Palestine. For how long, of 
course. cannot be foretold. But there is a sirong opinion in the 
country that it would be gratuitously adding to the political problems 
of the hour and to the urgent difficulties with which the Government 
has to deal were they to embark upon this highly controversial matter 
at present. There is a further serious consideration. With the minds 
of Ministers and the Legislature centred upon the critical events which 
have occurred during the last days, no adequate deliberation and fore- 
thought could be devoted to the examination of any proposals for 
Palestine of a long-range nature. It would be the greatest misfortune, 
therefore. if the Government's policy should suffer from hurry, con- 
fusion, and a general lack of balanced consideration, as would be 
inevitable were it to escape the focus of unembarrassed political attention. 


Many indications now suggest that the revolt of the malcontents 
in Palestine is fast petering out. While their nefarious activities have 
in the main been curbed by the work of the military, there 1s, 
according to reliable sources, a new factor emerging with the improve- 
ment of security —the influence of those majority Arabs who are deeply 
embittered by the persecution they have suffered at the hands of the 
extremists who follow the Mufti. This and the fact that these 
moderate Arabs have had little chance of expressing their views on 
the political future of the land provide added reasons for a stand- 
still policy on the part of Britain. Nothing could be more helpful 
to a gradual Arab-Jewish rapprochement than a period of firm govern- 
ment free from political experimentation. There has been much too 
much parrot-cry calling for a new British decision. “ The Govern- 
ment ought to lay down a clear policy and then carry it out” is the 
sort of superficially satisfactory remark that has gained unthinking 
currency during recent years. Not policy so much as administration 
has oeen the weakness in Palestine principally responsible for the 
troubles. Indeed, if anything, Palestine has suffered from an obsession 
with policy, when what was needed was efficiency and fellowship. 
Those were heartening words of Dr. Weizmann last week when he 
said that during the conference Jews and Arabs had “ found a beginning 
of something like a common language.” Fréed from the hurricanes 
ef fresh schemes, plans, policies, and other complicated devices, these 
“tender beginnings,” as the Zionist leader called them, may well grow 
to settle difficulties which the ingenious proposals of distant 
administrators or glib political charlatans could never resolve. 


ROBBERY WITH CUNNING 


Mr. ANTHONY EDEN, writing in the SUNDAY TIMES, warns the country 
against the technique of Nazi aggression which, as he says, becomes 
with the passage of time ever more blatantly apparent. The Nazi 
methods should by now have become clear to the dullest intelligence. 
Harrowing pictures are painted of the supposed sufferings of a German 
minority. Members of the minority, in turn, are used as agents to 
inflame local differences and to intensify unrest. The next step is that 
German troops march in to “ restore order ~ and rescue the Reich from 
the “danger on its borders. And finally the whole country—lock, 
stock, and barrel—is swallowed, at a gulp, “for its own protection.” 
But, as Tue Times has pointed out, there are German minorities in 
every country of Europe, and so it follows that no country which 
harbours such a population, and upon which the Reich may have set 
covetous eyes, can say when its turn may come to be “ protected.” 
Can it be truthfully said, in the light of the ceaseless German propa- 
ganda carried on in this country, and the attempts to interfere with 
businesses here on the lines of German “ ideology,” that Great Britain 
alone is immune from danger? : 


DEMOCRACIES, BEWARE ! 

THE time has come when democracies must look to their internal 
defences against the infiltration of doctrines actively promoted in the 
interests of Nazism, including Nazi expansion. In ‘particular has this 
country the duty to be on the alert. The propaganda carried on here, in 
whispers or at secret drawing-room meetings, every visitor to which is 
closely scrutinised before admission, bears all the hallmarks of Nazi 
methods—the wildest and most extravagant libels, stories of mysterious 
Jewish plots which have over and over again been refuted, and the 
calculated playing on fears and ignorance. In the carrying on of this 
game, malcontents, half-wits, or hate-maddened mischief-makers show 
a lordly contempt for scruple. Like Hitler, they believe that every lie 
will be accepted, if only it is big enough. The object can only be to sow 
the very dissension and strife which have been created so successfully in 
Central Europe, and which are always the prelude to German political 
The very fact that people cannot believe that so sinister 
@ campaign could be launched in a country like this makes it easier 
to dupe them. We beg the British Government to awaken to the 
menace presented by this underground trickery. We would remind 


them that many in the already victimised States were equally slow to 
believe that Nazi plots which sounded like a page of melodramatic 
fiction could ever be seriously pursued. Events have cruelly belied the), 
incredulity. If the people of this and other countries are not to be 
“taken in” with equal success, if they are not to have their home 
fronts undermined by cunning Nazi propagandists practising on 
stupidity and malice, now is the time for them to: bestir themselyc.,

THe question of the debarring of the sons of foreign-born ‘parents 
from enlistment in the Territorial Force, which was raised by “ Waich- 
man" in these columns a few wecks ago, and was the subject of sub- 
sequent correspondence, has now, we are glad to see, been satisfactoril\ 
dealt with. According to a statement made by Colonel Nathan at last 
Sunday's Deputies meeting, an arrangement, endorsed by the Wa: 
Office, has been reached under which the men jn question will be 
asked, on application; to reply to certain questions printed on specia! 
Army forms. The forms will then be sent direct to the War Office. 
and if the replies made on them are favourably regarded, the would-be 
recruits will be accepted without further ado, though the right is 
reserved to refuse applicants without reason given. The great meri’ 
of this plan is that it is applicable to all sons of alien parentage, and 
not confined haphazard to some. By means of it, the disability hitherto 
Zexisting should, at least, be sensibly modified, and the acknowled¢- 
ments of the Community are due not only to the military authorities 
but to Colonel Nathan, who interested himself so actively in the matte’. 
Young Jews in this country who were previously discouraged by the 
regulations have now no reason for refraining from enlistment.

Gossip is busy about them in drawing-rooms, buf it rarely, and some- 
umes never, passes into the Press. They turn the meeting places ot

Wuart is at the bottom of them? What is it thal so jangles the belis 
that should chime m sweet harmony? Parily, one is inclined to think,

communal malady and to which men who, .through their public 
positions, are constantly fretted and harassed by “ problems.” of one 
ort or another are especially subject. In these days, particularly, 
when Jewry is living near the crater of a live volcano, they are more 
than ever Hable to become “jumpy.” and when. they get together, 
often in an attempt to square the circle, they are tempted on occasion 
‘iterally to Jump at one another.

restaurant? At this function, Mr. A grew so angry with Mr. B that 
he emptied the contents of a glass of water in his face; wheretupon 
Mr. B returned the compliment by flinging at Mr. A, film-wise, the 
remnants of a plum tart. The artless but truthful secretary faithfully 
recorded the incident as follows: “ Mr. A wet Mr. B with a glass 9!

bul there is something more than mere “ jumpiness ~ in the present 
(rouble, Nerviness.is mingled with arrogance. There ts an arrogance 
of learning, which despises the not so erudite, and looks down with 
unconcealed contempt on the mere merchant and tradesman. But, 
‘ide by side with this aristocracy of the intellect, there is the purse- 
proud aristocracy of wealth, and beiween the two there ts sometimes 
no peace. Each scornfullv asserts its own position, and, in the result, 
‘hey fall out badly. Most sane people, one imagines, would condemn 
them both. There is no reason why the creditable Jewish respect foi 
scholarship should be turned into unreasoning idolatry, for even a 
scholar, however profound, may be unworthy of being set on a 
pedestal. On the other hand, mere wealth'does not entitle its possesso: 


lo the réle of dictator, however lavishly. it is thrown about.

IHE sense of superiority, however, bred by learning or social status 
shows itself in even less delectable forms, and here again I am going 
'o make no bones about it. “ There is a time to keep silence, and 
“# time to speak,” says the Preacher, and the time to speak Is now. 
yo let me say that the vice of vanity which afflicts some of our 
religious and lay leaders alike has grown to inordinate, and, one 
would have thought, incredible, lengths. It exhibits itself in naive and 
crude forms which can only be regarded as a mixture of comedy and 
tragedy, . Nothing is too petty or childish for it, ho depth of self- 
worship and crass stupidity too low to descend to. It is so childish 
4s to be pathetic, and so utterly oblivious of the reaction of the person 
Who is victimised by it as almost to suggest a mind maddened by 
‘gotism. Stories about it simply abound. They are hardly believable. 
But here is one, less glaring as an illustration of conceit than the rest, 
but hone the less significant. ‘‘ That,” said a person in my hearing to 
“ certain communal worker, “ is surely a matter for the Congregation?” 
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The worker drew himself to his full height, and exclaimed: “ The 
Congregation? J am the Congregation!” Yet this pinchbeck giant. 
strutting about in the manner of the French king who exclaimed, 
“ L’Etat, c'est moi!” did not seem in the least conscious of the effect 
of his words on the astonished individuals who heard them. He had 
boasted so long and outrageously about himself and his “ activities ~ 
that he had become doped by his own pose and blind to its results! 


THe worst part of it all is that this astonishing and totally insatiable 
vanity leads to brusqueness, to intolerance of opposition, to calamitous 
loss of dignity by those who harbour it, to the disillusionment of less 
aspiring folk when they realise the truth, and, last of all, to resentment 
ond strife. And thus we behold a Community in which some of the 
“ great’ show themselves to be infinitely little, and in “which, under 
an appearance of harmony, disgust and disunion are rife. And as this 
vanity travels down to smaller personalities in administration, perhaps 
through unconscious imitation, the consequences spread in ever wider 
circles. Self-respecting men, working unselfishly in the public interest, 
refuse to be talked to “de haut en bas.” They decline to be hustled 
out of their rights of free individual expression. They object to being 
ordered in stentorian tones from the presidential chair to “ get out!” 
merely because they are trying to do their duty as they understand 
it. They dislike being treated as rubber stamps to register the dictatorial 
will, They resent the insult to their intelligence implied in the 
whole demeanour o! the fraternity of the swollen-headed, And, rather 
than suffer these things and walk about tamely between the legs of 
this or that counterfeit Colossus, they refuse all public’ service and 
retire into their own shell. Necessarily, of course, Jewish causes can- 
not but thereby suffer.. Men of character will not enter communal 
service. They refuse to be browbeaten by vain leaders. They prefer 
awn existence which they can call their own, and the leaders’ power 
for good steadily dwindles.

the modest ones—for not all is. vanily-—-who pursue their 
work quietly, and without fuss and brag, do not obliterate the effects 
produced by the other sort, perhaps precisely because they follow in 
the footsteps of the “ meek ” Lawgiver. It is only the leaders out for 
bouquets who are spoken about and evoke the natural revulsion. What 
can one do about 1? How spirttualise the spiritual, and bring them 
to a sense of the fitness af things? How create a lay leadership worthy, 
through and through, to guide our people out of a sea of dangers, 
internal as well as external? Ut is hard to say. Certainly, the con- 
tinuance of present conditions, and their prevention of real unity and 
honest team work. can wreak nothing but harm. particularly at thes 
critical moment. Ht is in recognition of that fact, and because of the 
vital interests that are affected, that these lines are alone written.

DR. GASTER’S NAME TO BE HONOURED 


By Communal Restaurant 


A memorial meeting for the late Dr. Gaster was held on Sunday at the 
Jewish Communal Restaurant, 214, Whitecoapel Road, FE. Dr. Gaster had 
been President of the institution. The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch presided, and 
announced that the Committee had decided to perpetuate Dr. Gaster’s 
memory by adapiing the premises for a Communal Centre for East 
London, a library, a restaurant for the supply of sixpenny Kosher meat 
dinners for unemployed, refugees, old-age pensioners, and for free meals 
lor approved necessitous cases. The institution will be known as “ The 
Gaster Memorial! Institute and Communal Restaurant.” Mr. M. F. 
Waldman, O.B.E., J.P., Rabbi Dr. S. Schénteld, Mr. Morris Myer, Vice.

} 
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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SACRIFICES 


The Scriptural readings are now taken from the Book of Leviticus. 
the contents of which deal mainly with the sacrificial system practised 
by the Israelites. It is interesting to note the sharp difference between 
the way this Book was regarded in ancient times and modern times. 
The Rabbis apparently attached the highest importance to it and 
devoted much labour to its study, even after the fall of the Temple 
They recommended that when the Jewish child begins to read the 
Bible he should commence with Leviticus. Nowadays, on the othe: 
hand, it is usual to treat this section of the Pentateuch with disdain 
Sacrifices, it is thought, belong to a barbaric age; we have outgrown 
them and should think of them only with feelings of horror. There 
is nothing praiseworthy in such an act of worship, nothing to learn 
from it. 
~ In this attitude there is an elément of truth; but also an elemen: 
of error. That sacrifices marked merely a stage in man’s relig ou. 
development is noted by Jewish teachers. Time and again the Prophe' 
urge that God desires righteousness above burnt-oflerings. Nor did the 
Rabbis fail to inculcate this doctrine. When David was informed tha: 
he would not be allowed to build a Temple, God is represented as con 
forting him with the message: “ The justice and righteousness whic) 
you perform are dearer to Me than offerings.” After the destruction 
of the Sanctuary, Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai consoled the stricken 
people by telling them that good deeds could replace sin-offerings a. 
a means of reconciling man with God; and for nearly two thousand 
vears prayer has been for the Jew an effective substitute for sacr.fice. 

If. then, the Rabbis attached importance to the sacrificial system. 
the reason was not lack of spiritual comprehension. It was rather 
because they looked deeper than the modern critic and fathomed the 
moral lessons symbolised by the altar. They perceived in the ceremonia! 
act a religious purpose which was eternally valid, and accord.ngly 
refused to discard Leviticus as antiquated and useless when the offerings 
were no Jonger brought. : 

- Scholars differ about the ultimate origin of animal sacrifice, and 
various theories have been advanced. A widely accepted explanatio: 
is that the object of the sacrificial system was to divert the Israelites 
from the idolatrous worship to which they had grown accustomed F 
Egypt. It is already found in the Midrash, where R. Levi expounde 
it in these terms: Because Israel were passionate followers after idolatry 
in Egypt and used to bring sacrifices to the satyrs, on account of 
which punishments came upon them, the Holy One, blessed be He. 
said: “ Let them offer their sacrifices unto Me, and so they will be 
separated from idolatry and be saved from punishment.” 

This theory was adopted by Maimonides and worked out fully in 
the third part of his “ Guide for the Perplexed” as follows: “It is 
impossible to go suddenly from one extreme to the other; it is, 
therefore, according to the nature of man impossible for h'm suddenly 
to discontinue everything to which he has been accustomed. ... The 
practice which was in those days general among all men, and the 
general mode of worship in which the Israelites were brought up, 
consisted in sacrificing animals in those temples which contained 
certain images, to bow down to those images and to burn incense 
before them. It was in accordance with the wisdom and plan of God 
that He dd nat command us to give up and to discontinue all these 
manners of service, for to obey such a commandment would have been 
contrary to the nature of man, who’ generally cleaves to that to which: 
he is used. . . . For this reason God allowed these kinds of service: 
to continue; He transferred to His service that which had formerly 
served as a worship of created beings, and of things imaginary and 
unreal, and commanded us to serve Him in the like manner.”’ An 
explanation often given to account for the important place held by 
sacrifices in the Mosaic Code is that they were more particularly 
instituted to wean the Israelites from the practice of human offering 
so prevalent in ancient times. As a token of gratitude or to win the 
favour of his deity, a man would offer up what was held dearest by 
him, his children. Such an act of worship naturally fills us with horror: 
but we have no reason to believe that the children who were made 
a holocaust were not loved by their parents. The form of sacrifice 


was certainly wrong, but the spirit of devotion and self-denial which 
prompted it was admirable. 

What the system of sacrifices in the Bible aimed at doing was to 
abolish the dreadful form and preserve the spirit. To wish to express | 
gratitude to God, the longing to win His approval, to seek His pardon | 
after rebellion against His will, these are excellent motives. But the) 
Israelites, on their release from Egypt, were unable to understand that’. 
the end could be attained by purely spiritual means. The teaching 
of the fifty-first Psalm, “ The offerings of God are a broken spirit,” 
would have been unintelligible to them. They had to give vent to. 
their feelings in some ‘outward act of devotion. Condemning human | 
sacrifice in the strongest terms, the Torah substituted an animal. | 

We do wrong in despising the word.and what it denotes, because 
as individuals, and especially as Jews, sacrifices are constantly, 
demanded of us. We cannot discharge our obligations, either as 
creatures of God or as members of the House of Israel, unless we 
are ready to place upon the altar of duty the offerings which are duc 
from us. To Him we owe the sacrifice of our personal inclinations 
for the performance of His will, as well as some tangible expression 


. Of our gratitude or contrition. To our community we owe a readiness 


to give of our time and money to the services upon which its stability. 
depends. To our fellow-men we owe the ready obedience of our’ 
civic duties for the promotion of the welfare of society. Time and: 
circumstance may alter the nature of the sacrifices which we are called 
upon to make, but the principle of sacrifice will-remain an abiding

THE CZECHO-SLOVAKIAN CRISIS 
AND THE REFUGEES 


What is Being Done 


In the course of the debate on Czecho-Slovakia in the House of 
Commons, several members showed their concern for those anti- 
Fascists and Jews who are now trapped and surrounded by hostile 
frontiers. In reply to Mr. WenGwoop Benn (Lab., Gorton), Sir 
ARCHIBALD Sinciairn (Lib., Caithness), Mr. ANTHONY EDEN (Con., 
Leamington), and. Dr. HuGH Datton (Lab., Bishop Auckland), Sir 
Joun Simon (Chancellor of the Exchequer) made a statement to the 
following effect: 

Of the £10,000,000 authorised, a little over £3,000,000 had in fact 
been drawn, and a temporary embargo had now been put on. That did 
not mean we wished to abandon our efforts for the refugees. Arrange- 
ments had. been proceeding smoothly in the last few weeks. Up to 
the middle of February, 5,500 refugees had emigrated and others had 
done so since. Mr. Stopford, British representative in Prague, had 
been very active. He could not say what the result of recent events 
would be, but they had already communicated with Mr. Stopford and 
pointed out that there were a number of refugees who had already got 
visas for the United Kingdom. Others could still get such a visa, and 
ihe Government wanted arrangements made to emigrate both classes 
(totalling about 500) as soon as possible. 

“ We certainly take the view,” he said, “ that the moncy, and a very 
substantial proportion of the whole, which was earmarked expressly 
for the purpose of assisting refugees, should, if possible, be available 
for that good. and. useful service, but we must teally take adequate 
security to previde that at is used for that purpose before we resume 
any further transmission of money.” 

Dr. Dalton pointed out that since the latest Nazi invasion there were 
further refugees, and he wanted a guarantee that they would be brought 
within the scope of the arrangement. Sir John replied that the spirit 
ol the arrangement ought-to cover such refugees as far as was possible. 


NO CZECHS TO BE SENT BACK 


Sir Percy Harris (Lib., Bethnal Green, S.W.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether generous and sympathetic consideration was given to 
all applications from Czechs, now resident uMthts country, to continue 
their stay-in the light of present conditions. Mr. Grorrrey LLoyp 
(Under-Secretary far Home Affairs) replied that while each case would 
have to be considered individually and regard must be paid to the 
question whether an applicant had been admitted for a temporary stay 
with a view to proceeding overseas, there would be no question of 
sending back to their own territory any Czechs. who had a claim as 
refugees for protection. 


INTER-GOVERNMENTAL ACTION 


Mr. Butler Agrees It Is Necessary 


Vir. R. W..SoRENSEN (Lab., Leyton, W.) asked the Prime Minister 
Whether in view of recent European events andthe need of compre- 
hensive inter-governmental action to meet the increasing problem of 
refugees, he would take early steps to arrange through the League of 


Nations or otherwise for a conference of the Governments of demo- | 


cratic European Powers, the Dominions, and the American Republics, 
or for their consultation and systematic co-operation for the purpose 
of preparing plans -for the large-scale settlement of refugees, and the 
best means of securing that such settlement should be economically 
beneficial. 

Mr. R. A. Butter (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) replied that 
the Government proposed to continue their co-operation with the two 
existing organisations, rather than consider the setting up of any further 
international body. But he agreed that in view of the new critical 
situation which had arisen, only large-scale plans such as Mr. Sorensen 
mentioned could deal with the situation, and that such constructive 
democratic. action: would be of tremendous use. 


AGRICULTURAL TRAINING IN ENGLAND 
No Threat to British Labour 


Sik THOMAS CooK (Con., Norfolk, N.) asked the Home Secretary 
what permission, if any, had been given to enable Czech refugees to 
learn agriculture whilst staying in this country; and what provision had 
been made to prevent any action detrimental to British labour. Mkr. 
GEOFFREY LLoyd (Under-Secretary for Home Affairs) said that only 
six Czechs were being trained for agriculture in this country. The 
arrangements for their training had been made by the Agricultural 
Sub-Committee of the Co-ordinating Committee for Refugees, on 
which the National Farmers Union and the Transport and General 
Workers Union were represented. The Home Secretary was satisfied 
that adequate steps were being taken to prevent any action detrimental 
to British labour. 


CHILD REFUGEES IN ENGLAND 
More Money Needed 


CoLonet J. C,. WepGwoop (Lab., Neweastle-under-Lyme) asked the 
Home Secretary (1) whether he was aware that the Committee for the 
Care of Children from Germany was not permitted to take children 
over sixteen years of age unless the guarantor was prepared to depcfit 
£50 for emigration at the age of eighteen as well as keep the child for 
those two years, and that this tax upon charitably-minded pédple was 
prohibitive; and would he take steps to improve these conditions: 
(2) how many German refugee children had been received into this 


country, boys and girls, under the licence scheme; how many of each ~ 


sex had been taken into British homes, and how many were now left 
In canip; what guarantees of responsibility were now demanded from 


anyone willing to take a child; and were these guarantees imposed and 
determined by His Majesty's Government in consultation with the 
Jewish organisations? 

Sin Samuet Hoare: Up to date, 3,526 children (1,974 boys and 1,552 
girls) have been brought to this country on the responsibility of the 
organisation known as The Movement for the Care of Children from 
Germany. Only 400 of these children, almost all boys, now remain jn 
the arrival camp. Some hundreds are accommodated in hostels, » 
considerable number are working under agricultural training scheme,. 
but the great majority have been placed in private households through- 
out the country. These childrén have been admitted on the undertaking 
of the Movement to be responsible for their maintenance and training 
in this country and for their emigration in due course. As regards 
about 1.900 of these children, the Movement has been able to assume 
through its own funds the financial obligation, but I understand the 
financial position of the Movement is now such that if provision is to 
be made for more children, it is necessary for the Movement to find 
guarantors who will accept responsibility for the child's maintenanc 
and education until he reaches cighteen and for the cost of his 
emigration, estimated at £50. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 
Large-Scale Settlement Unlikely 


Mr. Patinc (Lab., Wentworth) asked the Colonial Secreta: 
whe her any investigation into the possibihties of refugee settlement in 
Northern Rhodesia was being undertaken. 

Mr. Matcotm MacDonatp: Yes, sir. From information in mm 
possession, 1 doubt whether it will be found that large-scale settlemen 
in Northern Rhodesia is practicable. The Governor takes the vic. 
that only a limited number of scttlers could be assimilated. 1 an) 
anxious that all the possibilities should be examined, and for th). 
purpose a Commission is being sent to Northern Rhodesia by th. 
voluntary organisations. Jt will be authorised to examine all th. 
possibilities of settlement throughout Northern Rhodesia, and w:!! 
receive the necessary facilities for the purpose of its investigation. 

WIDESPREAD CONCERN 

Question time on Wednesday underlined the widespread concern 
for the refugees felt by Members of all parties. Mr. T. E. Harve 
(ind., English Universities), Cot. H. L. NATHAN (Lab., Wandsworth, C.) 
Mr. Ben Ritey (Lab., Dewsbury), Mr. WILLIAM GALLACHER (Com.

IMPORTANT GATHERING AT OXFORD 


[By a Special Correspondent] 


In the ever-lengthening shadows of the Hitler persecution there 
scems very little light for the sorrowing Jew, but from time to time a 
radiance burns up strongly —like the “ good deed in a naughty world ” 

that shows us there are still staunch friends who will not, in the words 
of their own Book, pass by on the other side. 

Such Was my thought last week-end, when | attended a conference on 
refugee organisation held at St. Hilda's College, Oxford. The conference, 
presided over by Lord Hailey, was convened by the Oxford 
Committee, and delegates from about thirty-five Refugee Committees in 
England, Scotland, Wales, and Eire were present. Five sessions were held, 
and two further periods for discussions. The Committees represented were 
practically all Christian Committees, with the Society of Friends prominent 
amongst them. - Delegates from the Provinces heard details of the latest 
work of the various departments of the Co-ordinating Commitice in London. 
There: was some frank criticism of the central authorities for alleged 
negligence.and disorganisation, and numerous constructive proposals were 
offered, most of which were later adopted. 

Dr. Henry T. Gillett, the Mayor of Oxford, and himself a worker for 
refugees, offered an official welcome to the conference. The stupendous 
task of succouring the refugees must in the end, he suggested, be backed 
strongly by the British and other Governments. . 

Lord Hatley, Chairman of the Co-ordinating Committee, admitted that 
there had been some disorganisation, but said that was to be expected 
at first because of the difficulties inherent in a rapidly set up and voluntary 
body.. They were held back, too. by the Home Office regulation which 
insisted that a refugee must not become a charge on the public funds and 
the stipulation which provided that the Committee must undertake the 
responsibility to re-emigrate a very large number of refugees. While 
certain categories of refugees. as, for example, those who were likely to be 
of great value to the industry of the codgiry, would not »probably be 
required to re-cmigrate,. on the other hand, The engagements in the main 
to re-emigrate refugees in the due time must be carried out. 

Further speakers on the constitutions and functions of the Co-ordinating 
Committee and on the Baldwin Fund were Mrs. Mary Ormerod. Director 
of Public Relations, and the Rev. W. W. Simpson, Secretary of the Christian 
Council. Mr. Simpson paid a glowing tribute to Jewish efforts. 

Mrs. Ormerod described the Aliens legislation and tts bearing on the 
refugee position, and she paid a trtbute to the Home -Office. British Pass- 
port Comrol Officers abroad, and the Immigration Officers for their 
frequently helpful attitude. She appealed to Committees to make then 
applications for refugee permits through the Co-ordinating Committee 
instead of individually. 


Multiplicity of Regulations 


Questions from delegates elicited many replies of a most helpful character 
with regard to the multiplicity of Home Office and Ministry of Labous 
regulations. A subject exercising many minds was that of -naturalisation. 
and the position ts that, as with all aliens... five vears’ residence and an 
unrestricted labour permit were essential. The Home Office were averse 
10 transfers from domestic categories to probationer nursing, and even 
» wheh allowed, the transferred person must have: worked at least six months 
as a domestic. Added to this, her qualifying period for possible naturalisa- 
tion lapsed, and she had to have a new permit, with the understanding that 
she re-emigrated in two years. in any case, the admissions to nursing were 
confined to 3 per cent. (one in thirty) at any of the British general or 
children’s hospitals. Adopted children might be naturalised at twenty-one 


- only if they were double orphans or had no hope ever to see their parents 


again. In general, however, adopted children were in the re-emigra?on 
category at the age of eighteen. 

Mrs. Hoare and Miss Jones (for the Society of: Friends) and. later, Miss 
Ruth Fellner (of the German-Jewish Aid Committee) dealt exhaustivel, 
with the questions of emigration and re-emigration. It was a disheartening 
tale. ‘There is practically no admisston anywhere in the world, and one 
speaker (endorsed by Lord Hatley) characterised emigration to Shanghai 
as suicidal, The only light in the darkness, a delegate put in the reminder. 
was absorption of refugees into Palestine. 


A delegate remarked that the refugee position was complicated by Nazi 


and Nazi “sympathiser” propaganda in the Press, and he was informed 
that both the Jewish Board of Deputies and the Baldwin Fund in part 
occupied. a good deal of time and energy in answering these attacks and 
informing public opinion of the truth. 


Training For Domestics 


Long discussion occurred on the “ unsuitable” refugee domestic, and it 
was generally agreed that it was desirable to set up training hostels or 
even evening classes. The same discussion showed that while there was a 
very heavy demand in England for domestics. the procedure of getting 
servants from abroad had been eased, and all that was necessary was for 
the would-be domestics to register with the appropriate committee working 
in their own country and the Home Office would: be prepared to accept 
names and give permits on the word of the Domestic Bureau. Married 
couples could be accepted—but not if one of the partners had been a 
medical practitioner. 

Major G. H. Langdon, Hon. Secretary of the Movement for the Care of 
Children from Germany, and Mr. H. Espir, of Oxford, dealt at length with 
the position of refugee children, and described the conditjons for their 
entry ‘and re-emigration. ‘There were two classes of children, guaranteed 
and “pool” (or unguaranteed). It was not sufficiently realised also that the 
number of children admitted was governed to some extent by the amount 
of trainee facilities. No more dhan 300 a week can be brought in because 
of technical difficulties. 

Mr.«C; Martin, speaking on the pogsibiiities for trainees, urged the local 
Committces to canvass for openings in their own neighbourhoods. Mrs. 
Mowshowitz described the work of the Ort training school in’ Berlin, which 
she said was to be transferred soon to Leeds. | 

Dr. Hilda Clarke, for the Society of Friends, and Mr. Baron. of the 
German-Jewish Aid Committee, described the distressing nature of the case

work now being carried on at Vienna. Their Committees there were 0) ¢,- 
whelmed by the many urgent cases.

THE AUSTRIAN CENTRE 
A Focal Point for Refugees 


The idea of forming a social centre for Austrian refugees {i 
emerged after the pogrom days of November last. It very quick!) 
found support, and on Thursday of last week Lord Hailey, Chairman 
of the Co-ordinating Committee, was able to open the Centre at | 
Westbourne Terrace, W. The premises were lent free by the 
Paddington Estate Trustees. 

Professor Hertz, who presided at the opening ceremony, said tha: 
the hospitality that had been accorded the Austrian refugees in 1) 
country, for which they were deeply grateful, was one of the consolin, 
features of these distressing times. Exactly a year after their coun 
had been invaded, pillaged, and enslaved, their profound pity and 
sympathy went out to the unfortunate Czechs. 

Lord Hailey said that it was now the task of the refugees themselves 
to make their lives hapnvier and create a homelike atmosphere in whic) 
ihey could feel some bonds with their former life. - British refug< 
work was not based upon vague altruism and sentimentality but upon 
a philosophy which regarded the denial of freedom and of equali' 
of treatment as a threat to their ethics and to the. fundamental bases 
‘of their existence. Lord Hailey suggested the followifig as a motto 
for the Centre: “ { was a stranger and you took me tn.” 

A message of goodwill was received from Professor Freud, the Hor 
Chairman of the Centre, who was too all to be present. Other me« 
were received from Mr. Wickham Steed and Mr. Duff-Cooper. Among 
those present were Princess George of Greece, Lord Gorell, Lac) 
Heath, Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., and Frau Haber (wife of the late Nobel 
Prizewinner). 

The Centre, which is open to Jewish and non-Jewish refugees alike, . 
was reconditioned and adapted by refugees under the guidance o! the 
refugee architect, Herr Hans Berger. Cleaning work was donc 
doctors and electrical installation by scientists. The walls are decorated 
with paintings representing Austrian landscapes and scenes from 
Austrian life. The artists were three refugee women—Mea Angere’, 
Mela Hoffer, and Klara Sulzer. The Austrian artist, Fritz Kriinx 
contributed the pictures in the lecture room. 

A reading room, music room, lounge, restaurant, and Viennese ca!< 
are at the disposal of the members. Two more rooms will be adapicd 
aS an emergency hostel, with accommodation for about ten peop 
The object is to have a place for temporary shelter for refugees who 
arrive unexpectedly or for domestic servants who have lost their pos! 
and not yet found another. 

The educational and cultural activities of the Centre will include 
technical courses for refugees awaiting settlement overseas, Eng!)s') 
courses, lectures, and literary and musical meetings. 

Fight hundred people have already been enrolled as members.

377 Stranded on a Desert Istand 
SEARCHING THE WORLD FOR A HOME 


Seven hundred young Jews and Jewesses, who set out from Constanza 
(Rumania) in the steamer Keppo, in the hope of entering Palestine 
»ithout visas, are stranded on the Greek island of Crete. 
(heir ship sank off the coast, but all passengers were saved by the 
‘jreek steamer Antiklia and were landed in Crete. Sixty of them 
re very ill, three have lost their reason, and one has become dumb. 
the Greek authorities and the local population supplied them with food 
clothes. 


it appears that their ship was fired at and was damaged when it 
oproached the Palestine coast. . It tried to return to Constanza, but 
| the coast of Crete found itself in difficulties.. The Greek authorities 
ive interned the passengers and crew and have instituted an inquiry. 
The ultimate fate of these Jews is still unknown, but nonce of them 
h to return to their countries of origin. They are waiting for 
nother steamer to take them off, and a few of them have secured

Perhaps the most tragic case is that of 377 Jews who were deliberately 
anded on the tsland of Shelti in the Adriatic. Shelti is a desert 
‘und about nineteen miles from the Yugoslavian pert of Split. Their 
sition is appalling, as there are no other inhabitants. When the news 
cached Spht, the Yugoslavian authorities immeciately arrested 
‘ve captains and the crews of the ships. As for the stranded Jews. 
will now be the task of the Yugoslavian Jews to devise ways and 
eans for their rescue from the desert island, where they cannot 
en obtain food for themselves. 
The Jewish Community on the Greek island of Corfu has also been 
ced with the task of-accommodating two hundred Jewish families 
who had been exiled from Trieste. These families left Corfu about 
thirty years ago, after a pogrom which took place there in connection 
with a blood libel affair. They settled in Trieste. where they estab- 
shed a Community of their own. As they retained their Greek 
citizenship they are now able to return to Corfu. They only brought 
with them four Scrolls of the Law and certain small sums of money. 
‘he poor Jewish Community of Corfu, which constitutes about 400 
smilies, 1S now trying its best to enable them to start life afresh. 


FALSE ALARMS ON THE FRONTIER 


France's Great Hospitality 
[From our Correspondent —P arts] 


[he alarming reports regarding the concentration of. several 
thousahds of refugees on the Halo-French frontier have not been 
confirmed, I have received reassuring information on this point from 
the American Joint Distribution Committee, whose representative, Mr. 
Shapiro, has investigated the position on the spot. He found things. 
he told me, far less alarming than had seemed to be the case 
‘ccording to the first reports received in Parts. There can be no 


comparison whatever between the happenings on the Itahan frontier. 


and the forced exodus from Austria, the expulsion of the Polish Jews 
‘rom Germany, etc. What happened was that a number of Jews whose 
permission to remain in Italy expired on March 12, availed themseives 
of the services of.professional contrabandists to enter France. Both the 
authorities and the French population showed much understanding and 
sympathy to these fugitives. “Women and children have been permitted 
to pass. The men, of whom a small number are still on the other side 
of the frontier, are also trickling through. and they are being permitted 
‘o stay temporarily. Altogether there are several hundred refugees in

A party of fifty children from Vienna, aged between five and four- 
teen, have arrived in Paris, where they are being taken care of by the 
Oze colony. This is the second batch of refugee children from 
Germany received by the Oze. They were preceded by a group ol 
‘children evacuated from an orphanage in Mannheim. The children 
are allowed to remain permanently in France. Permission to enter 
has been given to a further fifty-nine children who have relatives in 
(his country,

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‘SETILEMENT IN NORTHERN RHODESIA 


Jewish Mission to Inves igate 


The Northern Rhodesian Government has agreed to allow a mission 
from a Jewish voluntary organisation to examine the possibilities of 
the territory. It will be unrestricted in its inquiries and will be 
authorised to examine the possibilities of settlement generally, from the 
climatical, geographical, and economic standpoints. The mission 1s 
to be associated with a local committee which the Governor proposes 
10 appoint. 

Last November the Northern Rhodesian Government said that they 
would support any practicable scheme for the limited settlement of 
a pioneer party of thirty refugees, to be followed later by families 
to a total of 150 persons. 


AUSTRALIAN T.U.C. URGES HELP 
FOR POOR REFUGEES 


The Australian Trades Union Congress has passed a _ resolution 
against State-aided immigration while Australians are unemployed. 
It nevertheless urged steps to help refugees from Fascism. It pointed 
out that Australia admitted moneyed refugees but did not help 
persecuted trade unionists. 


REFUGEE DOCTORS FOR NORWAY 
Goverament Proposals Cri‘icised 


An official announcement by the Norwegian Government of its 
intentions to permit a small number of highly-qualified Jewish doctors 
to practise in Norway has aroused controversy in the Norwegian— 
particularly the Medical—Press. Medical circles believe that the 
admission of Jewish refugee doctors would increase the difficulties 
of young Norwegian doctors. 

An inspired statement in the Norwegian Press tries to calm the 
apprehension of the doctors by reaffirming the Government's intention 
not to admit any large number of refugee doctors, and by reassuring 
medical circles that should even the small number of refugee doctors 
admitted into the country prove a serious Competition the Government 
might make their practice dependent on a thorough knowledge of the 
Norwegian language and impose other restrictions. 

So far the Government has taken no decision on the matter. 


CANADA ASSISTS CZECHS 
QuEBEC] 


The Hon. A. T. Crerar, Minister of Mines and Resources, recently 
read a statement in the Canadian House of Commons that over 1,200 
€zech refugees from the Sudeten area would be admitted into Canada 
this summer. These people are all coming in under existing immigra- 
tion laws. They are expected to settle on farm lands in the West, 
and each Yamily has at least $1,500 in cash. Whether or no there 
are Jews amongst them has been impossible to ascertain, but the 
majority are Roman Catholics. 

All arrangements with the Government for the entry of these people 
were made by an official Czech delegation last December. The task 
of bringing them out and finding suitable farm land on which they 
could be settled will be undertaken by the colonisation branches of the 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian National Railways. 


OPEN THE PRAGUE LEGATIONS 


The International Bureau for the Right of Asylum has requested 
the democratic Governments of Europe and America to open their 
Legations in Prague to refugees. The Bureau has also asked England 
and France to establish, with the consent of the Polish authorities. a 
neutral zone in Poland, to which refugees from Czecho-Slovakia can 
be transported under diplomatic protection.

IRREGULAR REFUGEE TRANSPORT 
Not Jewish Responsibility 


Jewish organisations will in future dechine all responsibility, financi.! 
or other, in cases where Jewish refugees are transported by steamship 
companies to overseas countries in an irregular way. 

This decision was announced to the representatives of the chic! 
steamship companies at a meeting convoked by the Hias-Ica Emigration 
Association (Hicem), with the full consent of the American Join: 
Distribution Committee, the Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica), and 
the Council for German Jewry. 

This decision, it is understood, is a result of the plight of Jewish 
emigrants who were recently taken on board German and Italian liners 
and who made vain attempts to land in several Southern American 
States. 


DOMINICA’S SUITABILITY 


In a letter to THe TIMES urging consideration of immigration possi- 
bilities for Jewish refugees in the West Indian colony of Dominica, Sir 
Hesketh Bell, ex-Governor of Uganda, Northern Nigeria, Leeward 
Islands, and Mauritius successively, declares: 

“ The Jewish immigrants in Palestine have proved conclusively their 
success as producers of oranges and grapefruit, and there is every 
reason to believe that they would be even more successful under the 
more favourable natural conditions that they would find in Dominica. 
Some thousands of Jews could create there a peaceful home for them- 
selves and would turn that island from its present condition of 
stagnation to one of great prosperity. The fact that in 1902, just before 
the conclusion of the South African War, the Imperial Governmen', 
after careful consideration of the local conditions, decided to send 
3,000 Boer prisoners of war to Dominica is ample proof of the 
suitability of the island for the continued habitation of white peonle.’ 


A YOUTH CONFERENCE 


An International Youth Conference, convened by the World Youth 
Congress Movement, for the relief of refugees and victims of war, was 
recently held at Rheims. Jewish youth was represented by Messrs. 
Jacob Neumann, of the World Union -of Jewish Youth, Dély 
Tecuciano, of the World Union of Jewish Students, and Claude 
Gutmann, of thé Union of Jewish Youth of France. 

The conference decided to appoint a permanent commission to deal 
with refugee problems and to publish an international mformation 
bulletin. It was also decided to publish a survey of the measures taken 
against Jews. 

he Jewish delegates stressed the importance of Palestine. 


U.S.A.’s WORK FOR REFUGEES 


Mr. Oliver Gollancz spoke on “American Democracy and the New Deal ” 
at a meeting of the Friendly Discussion Circle for Jews and Christians 
held on Monday in the Church Parlour, the Methodist Church, Northwold 
Road, N. 

Sir Herbert Emerson, G.C.LE., K.C.S.1., C.B.E. (League of Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees and Director of the Intergovernmental Com- 
mittee), who presided, spoke of the truly democratic spirit which the United 
States had shown for many years towards the problem of the refugees 
Ever since the War, American organisations had been working in mos! 
countries of Europe for the relief of the distressed. At the present time 
the United States was playing a very important part in relieving distress 
in Germany. Sir Herbert also paid tribute to President Roosevelt for his 
initiative in calling the Evian Conference. 

Mr. Gollancz said there was a great Liberal movement in the 
United States. There were some reactionary and Fascist movements, but 
they were weak. 

The Rev. W. W. Simpson moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman 
and Mr. Gollancz. ; 


RELIGIOUS EMERGENCY COUNCIL 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Chief Rabbi presided over the second conference of Rabbis apd 
Ministers called by the Religious Emergency Council to deal with problems 
arising in connection with refugee work. He reported that, so far, ove: 
one thousand persons had been brought over and were being cared for 
by the Council. They included Rabbis, teachers, scholars, students, and 
children. Of the Rabbis, some had already gone overseas, and the Executive 
was negotiating with a number of Congregations in the United Kingdom and 
Dominions concerning employment of teachers, Chazanim, and Shochetim. 
It had also been decided to send religious leaders to the new settlements 
in South America. Replying to the representatives of the Association of 
Chazanim, Dr. Hertz stated that while there had, so far, been no grant 
from the Council of German Jewry for communal officials apart from forty- 
seven named Rabbis, he was*making representations with a view to abtain- 
ing some support from the central funds. The three hundred children 
brought over by the Emergency Council had been satisfactorily placed. 
They had mainly come from the poorest districts of Vienna, He rc “rred 
to his efforts to guarantee a Jewish home to every Jewish child, and thanked 
Lord Samuel for his sympathetic attitude towards the religious demands 
inthe care of the children. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld reported on his activities as representative on 
the Countil of the Movement for the Care.of Children and appealed to the 
delegates to urge the formation of small local hoStels to get the large number 
of older boys still in camp placed in suitable occupations. 

The following resolutions were adopted: This meeting of Rabbis and 
Ministers urges that every Community form its own local hostel, in which 
the Care of the children and youths can’ be carried out in conjunctio2g with 
the religious authorities of the Synagogue; requests that every care be taken 
that refugee work be conducted in pascedeiae with the principles of! 
traditional Judaism; and requests that a representative of religious Jewry be 
py on the central refugee councils. The conference decided to give 
every Support to the appeal being issued by the Chief Rabbi for funds to 
carry on the Emergency Couneil’s. work. 


The £263,000 transmitted to Prague, via the Lord Mayor's Czech Refugees 
Fund, for relief work among’ refugees has all been spent.

‘GUARANTEE CONTRACTS FOR REFUGEES 
The response of British citizens to the needs of Jewish refugees 
in our midst has been widespread and generous, and numbers have 
come forward to act as willing guarantors for these victims. But 
ihe National.Council of Women observes with grave concern the 
crastic terms of the contract with which such guaranters are some- 
limes now confronted—both in respect of the mdefinite period of such 
esponsibility and the vague description of the potential legal and othe: 
charges. . It ts feared that many people, anxious to maintain refugees, 
would be deterred by the implications of such a contract. ‘In the 
‘orm of contract (copy enclosed) of one of the Refugee Commitices. 
it will be observed that the expenses guaranteed, with no time limit, 
might constitute a charge on the guarantor’s estate in the eveni of 
his death. In a case which was broughi to our attention, a lady who 
had wished to guarantee the expenses of two refugees for two or three 
vears did not feel able to sign such a document. If certain Refugee 
Committees are able to offer guarantors a contract which defines their 
liabilities clearly and sets a definite time limit, it is difficult to under- 
stand why this other Committee is unable to do the same.-—MRs.

FIGHT FASCISM! 


English Democracy Th eatened 
THE DANGER FROM WITHIN 


[Fron: our Special Correspondent} 


“We've got to get together to prevent the Dark Ages from coming. 
Differences have got to be sunk in an endeavour to prevent Fascism 
from passing, politically or spiritually, any further over the face of 
Europe.” This plea for united action was made by Mr. John Langdon- 
Davies on Tuesday. He was speaking on “An * Aryan’ on the ‘Aryan 
Myth ” at a meeting of the West London Branch of the Jewish People's 
Council held at 3, Sussex Square, Hyde Park, W., by courtesy of Mrs. 
Lewis-Barned. Dr. Claude Spiers, Chairman of the Branch, presided. 

In Burgos, the capital of insurgent Spain, said Mr. Langdon-Davies, 
he was indexed as a Jew and a Communist. He was neither. But it was 
significant that because he had tried to exercise a little Christian charity 
in helping the victims of war he should be given those two labels by 
the Fascists. It seenmied so silly, that many English people did not 
take it seriously. Many people believed that anti-Semitism could never 
come to Brita. If the same sort of social conditions as existed in 
Germany ever arose in this country, he believed that they would get 


_antySemitism. 


Anti-Semitism was a grave danger not only to the Jew but also to the 
non-lew, he concluded. 
lived was produced, all the traditions of liberty and culture were 
undermined. “ We can't have a clean society if we have'anti-Semitism. 

Ihe Rev. I. Levy. Minister of the Bayswater Synagogue, said they 
were faced with the necessity no longer for an anti-defamation cam- 
paign but for an anti-Fascist campaign. It. was a fight on many 
fronts. for Fascism brought with it anti-Semitism and the denial of all 
the basic rights of human beings, The greatest mistake Jews had made 
in recent years had been to regard themselves as the only people who 
suffered from Fascism. The fight against Fascism, he went on, was 
not only the fight of the Jew but of all lovers of peace and liberty. 

fhe J.P.C.. said Mr. Levy, performed a very useful function 
in opening the eyes of the blind and those who would not see. It 
wanted to work with all organisations desirig to secure the marnien- 
ance of democracy. 


AFTER CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 
British Fascism’s Setback 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


I was looking for the London Area Council meeting in Regent's Park 
last Sunday morning, and a middle-aged non-Jew offered to show me 
the way. We comménted on the fickle March weather, and then quite 
naturally passed on to the international situation. It was all. very 
horrible, he agreed, but he felt the more disturbed because he had 
always be:n a keen supporter of Anglo-German friendship. “1 still 
am,” he went.on, “ but not with Hitler’’ We were silent for a while, 
and then he said : “* Do you Know there are people in this country who 
want to set up some kind of a Fasc’st system here? ~ I once found 
myself agreeing with a lot of what they said. But not now. It's all too 
terrible,” he remirked as he left me. . 

This was an interesting prelude to the anti-defamation meeting. Tae 
speakers attacked Hitler's fake racial theories, and gained the whole- 
hearted support of the audience. For the ‘first time, I taought, there 
was a general understanding that the Jews had been forced to leave 
Germany not because there was something intrinsically: bad about 
them, but because of the bestiality of Nazism. The Jews were no 
longer regarded as being themselves responsible fo their suffering. 
Like the Czechs, they were the victims of Nazi aggression. 

“ Not now,” the middle-aged non-Jew had said to me of the British 
Fascists. “Not now,” seemed to be the general feeling. Any 
supporter of Naz.sm was regarded as an enemy of Britain. 

i believe that Hitler has himself by his action in Czecho-Slovakia 

egun to destroy anti-Jewish feeling. The enemy of peace and 
democracy is now clearly seen to be not an “alien rac2” within 
Britain, but the Nazis and their friends. 

“Who are the warmongers,” asked the L.A.C. speaker, “ the Jews or 

the Nazis?” There was no one who said “the Jews.”

Mr. William Hickey, who conducts the well-known “ These Names Make 
News " column in the Daity Express, last week had an interesting encounter 
with the B.U.F. He went to report a meeting at St. Pancras Town Hall at 
which Mosley was the chief speaker. His experience there taught him that 
although one of Mosley’s stock grievances is that he doesn't get enough 
publicity, it was not surprising that the Press stayed away from his meetings. 

When the meeting was nearly over, and the tone of questions and answers 
had become predominantly anti-Jewish, “ga man got up and asked. 
raucously, “What is Mr. Hickey of the Datty Express doing at the Press 
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table there?’” Mr. Hickey immediately became the object of attention. 
“ There were interjections. I have been present at many scenes of violence.” 
he wrote, “ but I don't think I have ever heard such bestially savage cric. 
and yells. It was difficult to distinguish the words, but I heard * Jew!’ anu 
‘He's a Jew, and, from a witty woman, * Hickeystein.’” He finally gor 
away safely. 

“| ought perhaps to add,” he concludes, “ that I am not a Jew; but thar, 
judging by what | have seen of the British Fascists, | would rather be 4 
Jew than a Fascist. For what it is worth, I welcome their hostility.”

Change in Enlistment Regulations 
EFFECTS OF CZECH DISASTER 
Charities Collection Scheme Again Adjourned 


Mr. Nevitte J. Lasxt, K.C., (Spanish and Portuguese), the President 
of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, presided on Sunday over a 
meeting of the Board at Woburn House. 

Sir Roperr WALEY Couen, K.B.E. (United Synagogue), on behalf of 
the Board, expressed their deepest sympathy with the family of the 
late Haham Dr. Gaster and notably, he said, with the wife of their 
President. (Mrs. Laski is a daughter of the late Dr. Gaster.) The 
members rose in silent tribute to the late Haham. 

The PresipeENT moved a vote of condolence with the family of the 
late Dr. Biichler, Principal of Jews’ College. The Board showed their 
respect by standing, as they did also to the memory of the late Mr. 
Mark Rubin, of Manchester, who represented the Bolton Hebrew 
Congregation since 1913. The Board also expressed sympathy with 
Mr. Gordon Liverman and Mr. A, S. Diamond and their families in 
their recent bereavements. 

Mr. H. L. LANGHAM (Stamford Hill Beth Hamedrash) moved the 
following resolution, which had been adjourned from the last meeting: 

* That this Board accepts the Report of its Charities Registration Committce 
and approves of the setting up of a body for the purpose of undertaking the 
acceptance and distribution of charitable subscriptions and donations.” 

Mr. Langham’s proposals for the setting up of such a body were 
embodied in a circular sent to Deputies. In the course of it, Mr, 
Langham said: 

The inauguration of the Charitics Registration Committee in July, 1937, was 
the first step towards better management of charities, but this in itself does not 
solve the serious financial plight of many of our leading institutions and move- 
ments. THe Jewish CHronicte of May 13, 1938, referring to this uestion, 


suggested a survey to offer guidance on the question of collection, allocation, 
overlapping, and co-ordination. 

_™ Co-ordination ” implying the management of charities as a whole is imprac- 
ticable, but co-ordination in the fotm suggested, that is, the administration of 
charitable subscriptions and donations, is not only practical but should have a 
far-reaching effect on the mcome of many charities. . The recovery of income tax 
on charitable subscriptions and donations makes this possible, providing a body 


‘ss formed to unify the recovery of income tax and the distribution of donations 


to charities. An example of this form of charity distributors, one of the largest 
mm this country, 1s the National Council of Social’ Service, which was founded 
m 1919 and which has, since 1924, when it first undertook the administration of 


‘ charitable payments, secured a large additional income for charities. 


Ihe Board of Deputies not being a charity it would be necessary to form a 
separate body under the wxgis of the Board for the purpose of carrying into 
eflect the objects of the work. This body should be self-supporting. 

It is not mtended at this stage to suggest the ways and means... but only 
that the principle of the scheme should be examined and approved. 


Synagogue Members and Charitable Subscriptions 


There, was no intention, said Mr. Langham, if the scheme were 
passed, to interfere in any shape or form with the administration of 
charities. After stating that it was nearly always the Synagogue 
member who contributed to both general and “ parochial” (or 
Synagogue) appeals, the speaker said it thus followed that if a person 
was not a member of a Synagogue he escaped to a large extent the 
charitable calls on the Community. He had recently had occasion 
to circularise the members of all the Synagogues in North-East London 
m connection with a meeting on Jewish Defefite, The figures were 
illuminating. For he was astonished to find that there were only 3,000 
members of Synagogues in a Jewish population of between 30,000 to 
40,000. And if the same proportion applied to the whole of London, 
which had, he believed, a Jewish population of over 200,000, there 
could not be more than 30,000 members of Synagogues. What an 
untapped source of revenue! He believed, said Mr. Langham, if 
Synagogues campaigned for more members—irrespective of whether 
they had seats or not—a nominal subscription could be obtained from 
the thousands who said: “I do not belong to a Synagogue, because I 


only have time to go once a year.” This should react favourably upon 
the revenue of the general charities. 


The main objects of his scheme were twofold. First, it aimed at. . 


increasing the net income of charities without further cost to the donor. 
and, secondly, it was anticipated that it would Jead to the avoidance of 
overlapping and expensive administration. For some years, the Com- 
munity had felt the need for an examination of the whole philanthropic 
position in this country as affecting Jewry, and the question had been 
raised at the Board and from time to time in THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 

In seconding the proposal, Mr. A. S. DiAMonD (West London), 
Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee and of the 
Charities Registration Committee, assured the members that in the view 
of the Charities Registration Committee and his own it was a very 
valuable scheme and one of great importance. Among the points he 
stressed was that it was not proposed that the Board should do this 
work at all or that it should be a compulsory scheme. It was welcomed 
very heartily by the Charities Registration Committee because, first of 
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the nass-of people were not touched by their efforts. The one method 


all, it.fitted in so admirably with the work which had been done, very 
carefully and with great success, by that Committee. They now had 
the vast majority of the properly run charities on their register, and he 
thought the Charities Registration Committee administered a scheme 
which ought not to stand still and that this was a very appropriate step 
forward. If it were started and he had anything to do with it, ;r 
would proceed very slowly indeed and the ground would have to be 
very carefully explored, But if it was successful, ultimately it ough: 
to be possible to form in Synagogues, trades, and districts smal! 
voluntary committees who could get into touch with their members and 
gently point out to persons who did not give anything at all to charity 
that they ought, in justice, to subscribe a fair amount to such a fund 
for distribution among charities. 

Mr. Evtstey ZerrLyn (Capetown) asked the Board to decline the 
proposal on two grounds. The first, he said, was that it had been 
before the Law and Parliamentary Committee for at least nine months 
and it had not resulted in any recommendation from that Committee to 
them. The second was that not ong of the vast number of properly 
run charities on the register had given any expression of opinion in 
favour of the proposal. 

Mr. Harry SAMUELS (Nelson Street Sphardish) said he could not 
conceive of a more unfortunate time at which to debate a motion of 
this kind than the present. He agreed it was a motion of great 
importance, and it had the germ from which the much-talked-of co- 
ordination of Jewish charities might eventuate. But it was inauspiciou. 
at a time when the nerves of the Deputies were all on edge with regard 
to a number of matters of vital importance to the Jewish people. 
Consequently he would move that it be adjourned sine die. 

This motion for adjournment was seconded by Mr. F. M. LAanpau 
(Nelson Street Sphardish). 

Mr. Percy Couen, C.B.E. (Association of Jewish Friendly Socicties), 
said the Charities Registration Committee had serious responsibilities, 
and in his opinion they ought to give a little more attention to that 
aspect of the matter rather than to this. 


“Does Not Go Far Enough ” 


That the proposed scheme did not go far enough was the opinion 
expressed by Mr. L. Bakstansky (Lodzer). He urged that the Board 
should form a body which would investigate the needs of charities in 
the whole country, formulate their budgets, and lay down what was a 
proper and adequate budget for the charitable purposes of the Com- 
munity, and thus combine in itself the function of budget-making and 
distribution. 

In principle, said Mr. Bertram A. Levinson (Liberal), it seemed 
to him that the proposal was an excellent one. But, he urged, whatever 
organisation was set up should be entirely independent of the Board. 
They could not shelve this matter, because it was not a purely academic 
one. He moved a further amendment that it should be adjourned, but 
omitting the words ™ sine die.” 

Mr. LANGHAM, while agreeing to the adjournment of his motion as 
moved by Mr. Levinson, recalled that he first brought the matter before 
the Board over a year ago. 

Mr. Levinson’s amendment was carried by an overwhelming 
majority. 

Mr. A. S. DIAMOND moved the report of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, in the course of which it was stated: 


The Committee réccived and approved a report on action taken in regard to a 
number of matters involving the maintenance of good feeling between Jews and 
their non-Jewish fellow-citizens. The matters dealt with included cases of 
complaints brought by trade unions in connection with the alleged inconsiderato 
attitude of Jewish cmployets in the furniture, boot and shoe, and entertainment 
and catering trades. A few complaints from the same source regarding the alleged 
illegal employment of refugees were also investigated, but the charges made were 
found to be without substance. 

The Committee also received and dealt with a number of complaints from 
individual non-Jews covering such matters as cinema opening on Sundays, cut- 
price trading, and other unfair practices, “bad landlordism,’ and anti-social 
behaviour of various kinds. 

A report has been isstied by the Shops Act Committee set up last year by the 
Minister for Home Affairs for Northerw Ireland. The report indicates that the 


_clauses provided in the English Act of 1936 in regard to Jewish shopkeepers are 


closely followed in the recommendations of the Cormmiuttec. 

A number of inquiries have come to the Board as a result of the letter sent 
out to members of the Community urging upon them the duty of voluntecring 
for National Service. Among them was an inquiry relating to the position of 
naturalised British subjects, and in reply to a letter from the Board on the subject 
the Lord Privy Seal states “ that any British subject whether naturalised or British 
born is eligible so far as nationality is concerned for enrolment in Air Raids 
Precautions service.’ 


Defence Committee’s Problems 


The PRESIDENT made a statement on the work of the Jewish Defence 
Committee. During the past month, he said, broad questions of policy 
had been discussed at length, and several schemes for the extension of 
the Committee's work in various important directions were under con- 
sideration. They included such problems as the question of vocational 
guidance, the co-ordination of Palestine propaganda, and other subjects, 
all of which were becoming more and more bound up with the question 
of defence in its widest aspect. . 7 

Reports, went on Mr. Laski, had been called for during the last weeks 
from the Provinces as to anti-Semitic activities in those areas in which 
Jewish Communities were situated. Surveying the position as a whole, 
one had to report that efforts to make anti-Semitism a live factor were 
still being vigorously pursued, and that Nazi propaganda in that 
direction was increasing, and even in spite of the events of the last few 
days must not be regarded with complacency. Attacks against the 
refugees still continued, but were being energetically countered. The 
Press Department allowed no charges, letters, or statements of this or 
any other anti-Semitic kind to pass unchallenged, and it was surely 
to be hoped that propagation of the truth in this manner would in the 
end have a beneficial result. 

Mr. Laski concluded with a reference to the successful continuance 
of the open-air meetings campaign, and mentioned also a number 0 
indoor meetings, including one he himself addressed last week at 
Hoyland Common, near Barnsley. Over 1,000 non-Jews attended, and 
- mesg was described by the Press as one of the most successful 
ofits kind,

Jews and the Territorial Forces _ 

COLONEL HH. Lo. Natean, -M.P. (Shass. Old Montague Street), at this 
point, said he was glad to have the opportunity, at the President's 
suggestion, of making a statement upon a matter which he knew had 
heen greatly exercising the minds. of the Anglo-Jewish C ommunity 
during the past few months and was not irrelevant to the present 
international situation. It was with regard to the position of Jews so 
jar as concerned their enlistment in the Auxiliary Forces of the Crown 

The Colonel then referred to the Territorial Army regulation which 
Jebarred enlistment to men either of whose parents was not at birth a 
British subject, and which thus put special difficulties in the way of 
some recruits from the Anglo-Jewish Community. 

After describing the negotiations which he had conducted in the 
matter, Colonel Nathan said that an adjustment at the War Office had 
heen reached. The matter had been submitted to the Army Council 
tor its consideration, and he now had a letter from Sir Walter Kirke 
who informed him that the Secretary of State for War had endorsed 
ihe proposals. 

[he position in future, continued Colonel Nathan, would be that 
when a man, either of whose parents was not at birth a British subject, 
wished to enlist im the Territorial Army, he would be asked the 
‘vllowing questions on a special Army Form: 

(1) Are you a British subject? (2) Have you been educated in the United 
Kingdom? ©) Have you lived in the United Kingdom substantially for the 
whole of your life? (4) Have you any brothers or sisters of foreign nationality 
living abroad or in the service of a foreign Power? (5) Have both vour 
parents lived im the Unjted Kingdont for the past 10 years? 
This form, when completed, would be sent direct to the War Office 

by the Commanding Officer of the Unit in which the man wished to 
enlist, and if the answers were satisfactory to the War Office the man 
would be enlisted without any further inquiries. Every endeavour 


would be made to deal expeditiously with cases, but the Army Council ° 


must retain the right to refuse to approve the enlistment of any 
applicant without giving any reasor, or to make further inquiries if it 
was considered necessary. Steps would be taken at once to promulgate 
ihis change im procedure. and the necessary amendments would be 
incorporated im the T.A. Regulations. 

Colonel Nathan said he hoped that young men of the Anglo-Jewish 
( ommunity, who, he knew, were anxious to be of service. would now 
tind that the way was open to them. 

The President and Mr. Percy Cohen congratulaicd Colenel Nathan 
on behalf of the Board on the success. of hes endeavours. 


Creche-Slovakia ard Nazi Duplicity 

The report of the Joint Foreign Committee was presented by the 
President. The mam portion of the report deaft with the position 
of German Jewry,. which continued te occasten the utmost uneasiness, 
us there was no: clear idea of the probable course of events following 
ihe negotiations carried out by the fntergovernmental Committee for 
the emigration of Jews. 

Reports. in the Rress showed. that the very class of Jews intended to be the 
liest to be emigrated are to be conscripted tor manual labour; Bui this cannot 
of itself be taker to indicate a change of policy im regard to Jews, fur the 
principles. of racial discrimination are carefully observed to the exfent of 
-cgregating the Jewish labour conseripts from non-Jewish workers. 

Mx. Lasxr said the rapid march of world-shaking events durmg, the 
last week had so shocked civilised peoples that any commentary, 
however powerful, could appear but feeble im comparison. The tacts 
spoke for themselves with grim reality. Czecho-Slovakia had dis- 
appeared overnight, and with the enslavement of the brave Czech 
people they saw the worse than enslavement of over 300,000 of their 
coreligionists caught in the same Kind of trap jas overwhelmed them 
just a year ago in Austrra. 

The cry of shocked indignation which had gone up from every 
country had had added to it a deeper note tham that which marked 
similar demonstrations against Nazi persecution in the past. There was 
now the bitter and wniversal conviction that the world had hitherto 
dealt with. Hitlerisny om @ false basis; that the Nazi creed was really 
the law of the jungle and had not been recognised in its true colours 
ill now; that the mercilessness and brutality with which the Jews. had 
been treated were directly symptomatic of a policy and intention to 
deal in the same way with all sections and all peoples who were either 
defenceless or whose attachment to the ideals of religion, of mercy, 
of decency, and brotherliness, made them appear weak in the cyes of 
the bestiality which had no such scruples or moral qualities. 


When great democratic States could only stand aghast without doing: 


anything effective to prevent the atrocity committed against a free 
people, it was hardly necessary for him to siress the obvious inference 
in regard te a body like themselves whiclr in the last resort could only 
depend on the good’ offices of the democracies for an amelioration of 
the position of their bretfiren in the countries of oppression. In full 
realisation of this, they would, however, have been recreant in therr 
duty if they had not taken instant steps to draw to the attention of 
the authorities that within the catastrophe which had overwhelmed the 
brave. €zecho-Slovak peaple was involved am even grimmer tragedy 
of those 350,000 Jews now firmly caught within the toils of the ruthless 
oppressor. This they had done, and this at least they could continue to 
do as long as. the circumstances rendered It necessary. 
The report was adopted. 


The Palestine Conferences 


Dr. Isracn Fenomanw (Great Synagogue, London), speaking of the 
now dissolved Palestine Conferences, said that two outstanding features 
might profitably be referred to. The first was that at the beginning of 

Conferences they congratulated themselves that the Jewish Agency 
had succeeded in gathering together from all parts of the world men 
women who were to represent every phase of world Jewry. They 
could with justification. say that throughout these Conferences that 
united front upom the fundamental issues which had brought them 
together was fully and foyally maintained. 

Secondly, although the Conferences were now dissolved and officially 


had not attained t 


such agreement. This, however, was obviously subject to the main- 
tenance Of certain basic principles. The two fundamental conditions 
were the impossibility of the Jews agreeing to the drastic limitation of 
immigration, and the impossibility of agreeing to any plan which either 
in the immediate or remote future adumbrated the domifiation on the 
part of the Arabs of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 

After paying tribute to the heroic self-restraint of the Yishuv, which 
had been living under the greatest provocation, the speaker said one 
of the sustaining forces of the Yishuv was their continued unalloyed 
faith in the word of the British Government in its implementation of its 
bond —a bond internationally guaranteed—as to the future develop- 
ment of the Jewish National Home. There were times when rumours 
spread that perhaps that faith was being broken. _ They still believed 
that no such contingency, even remotely, would ever arise. 

Dr. Feldman concluded with a tribute to Dr. Weizmann’s leadership. 
and he expressed the hope that the united front in Jewry might not 
only continue but might actually be consolidated. 

Tne Rev. M. L. (North-Western Reform Synagogue) 
Said it was premature for the Board to be called upon to pass judgment 
on the situation as it existed until the Government had issued its 
Statement of policy, which it proposed to do in a few days. But he 
echoed to the full what Dr. Feldman had said about the desirability 
for the maintenance of a united front. The Conference remained 
conferences, said Mr. Perlzweig. The Jews and the Palestinian Arabs 
did not meet, and he wanted to have it om record, im view of some of 
the things said and written, that that was entirely due to the miransigent 
refusal of the Palestinian Arabs to meet the Jews. Their own policy 
would continue to be one of co-operation with the Arabs of Palestine. 
on the basis of the Mandate. They did not want to domitfate the 
Arabs. Their whole policy was based upon the idea that cach people 
in Palestine should be the master of its own destiny. 

Mr. Perizweig also orged that it was as much pact of the duty of 
the Board to enligffetr public opinion with regard to Palestine as with 
regard to any domestic matter.

END OF PALESTINE CONFERENCES 


Publication of White Paper Delayed 
DR. WEIZMANN’S REVIEW OF SITUATION 


As was forecast in last week's issue of THE JewtsH CHRONICLE, the 
Jewish Conference Committee refused to accept the Governments 
proposals for Palestine as a basis for discussion. The following 
resolution was adopted by the Committee : 

“The Jewish delegation, having carefully considered the 
proposals communicated to them by His Majesty's Government 
on March 15, 1939, regret that they are unable to accept them as 
a basis for agreement, and decide, accordingly, to dissolve.” 

It was originally intended that the Government's new policy should 
be published as a White Paper on Wednesday last, but it is understood 
that it may not be published even next week. 

The American Press strongly criticised the proposals put forward 
by the Government, and resolutions of protest were adopted by 
hundreds of Jewish organisations all over the world. A one-day strike 
was called by the Vaad Leumi (Jewish Community Council) in Palestine 
for Monday last, but in view of the developments in the international 
situation in Europe the strike was called off. 

The Arabs also refused to accept the Government's terms as a basis 
for discussion, There were sporadic strikes among Arabs in many 
towns in Palestine on Monday, but the stoppage was nowhere near 
complete, 


Dr. Weizmann’s Address To Delegates 

Following the adoption of the resolution quoted above, Dr. Weiz- 
mann, addressing the Jewish Conference Committee, said the fact that 
they had all worked loyally and harmoniously together in spite of 
great differences in views was an indication of the great progress which 
the ideal of Palestine had made in Jewish life. Twenty years ago, he 
said, the world did them a modicum of justice; that attempt had to 
some extent spent itself. But it had produced something in Palestine; 
their great effort had proved to the world what the Jews could do given 
the smallest opportunity. 

He did not want to offer them false hope; but from the events of 
the last few days they could learn a lesson. -They, at least, were still 
afloat; Jews were still going into Palestine, they could still buy land, 
create settlements, build up indastries. And they would go on doing 
it, perhaps with even greater energy than hitherto. 

Dr, Weizmann believed that the Conference, besides its tragic side, 
had one positive side, They did get nearer to some of the Arabs— 
not to the Palestinian Arabs. They had found a beginning of some- 
thing like a common language. He did not want to exaggerate, but 
hoped that these tender beginnings would be spread further, with great 


circumspection. He invited the help and co-operation of all for that 
work, 


POSSIBILITY OF RECONSIDERATION 


Effect of International Crisis 
FRENCH FIRMNESS IN. SYRIA 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


The Jewish delegation to the London Conferences on Palestine did 
not, in fact could not, betray the fundamental cause of the National 
Home, and so were compelled, however reluctantly in the case of a few 
members, to reject downright the British Government’s proposals, and 
so end the Conferences. The Arab delegates, it is true, also declined to 
accept.Mr. MacDonald's terms, attractive though they should have 
been, and appeared to be, to the Egyptian, Saudi Arabian, and Iraqi 
delegates, not to mention the “ National Defence Committee's ” repre- 
sentatives. But the Mufti’s henchmen compelled their rejection by all. 

The Colonial Office's first reaction, nevertheless, was to penalise the 
Jews alone, egged on in this by the desire of the Eastern Department 
of the Foreign Office to conciliate the Arab extremists at any price, 
on account, in the main, of the Italian peril in Libya and of Nazi 
propaganda in the Arab States. The international crisis, however, 
prevented the premature elaboration and publication of Mr. 
MacDonald's “final plan” on these lines, which must have been 


_ Imposed on both sides. 


The crisis may even force His Majesty's Ministers to reconsider, 
from the strategic aspect, a scheme which might antagonise Jewry 
and its American and other friends in a way prejudicial to British 
and Imperial interests. The time may even come when Great Britain 
for the protection of her Middle Eastern Empire, may be glad both 
of Jewish moral support throughout the world, as in 1916-1918. and of 
Jewish volunteer legions, notably in Palestine. - 

Meanwhile the new French High Commissioner for Syria and the 
Lebanon, M. Puaux, the local French military commander, and the 
French General Staff in Paris are giving a concrete and impressive 
example of how Arab terrorism should be tackled. All subversive 
activities by the opposite numbers in Syria of the Mufti and his con- 
federates are being ruthlessly suppressed, no quarter being shown 
when they find open expression in armed demonstrations against the 
French authorities.

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M.P.s AND PALESTINE PROPOSALS 
Government Asked to Postpone Them 
[From our Lobby Correspondent] 


A meeting of M.P.s who support the Government and who are 
interested in the Jewish National Home was held at the House of 


- Commons on Monday, when the speakers included three visitors—Lady 


Reading, Mr. Moshe Shertok, and Dr, Weizmann (who answered 
questions). Captain Victor Cazalet, M.P., presided, 

The impasse in the Palestine conference and the gravity of the inter- 
national situation were reflected in the speeches. Lady Reading has 
recently been in the United States, and she spoke of the feeling there 
on the Palestine problem. 

The general sense of the meeting was that in view of the international 
crisis the Government would be well advised to postpone their pro- 
posals for the future of Palestine. It was felt that to introduce*at 
this stage proposals which would be attacked by both Jews and Arabs 
would only tend to aggravate the situation. The M.P.’s deliberated 
on the matter after the visitors had left. 

It was decided that the Chairman and Mr. Amery should represent 
the views of the members to the Government and urge that a step 
which would divide Jewry all over the world and disturb their whole- 
hearted support of Britain should be avoided. If, however, the Govern- 
ment did not agree to hold their proposals back the deputation were 
to ask the Government Chief Whip to take the whips off from the 
division in the coming debate on the proposals and enable M.P.s to 
speak freely on them. 


THE McMAHON CORRESPONDENCE 
Report of Arab-British Committee 


** PALESTINE IN FACT EXCLUDED ” 


The report of the Committee set up by the London Conference of 
Arabs and British on Palestine to consider the translation of certain 
correspondence between Sir Henry McMahon and the Sherif of Mecca 
has been issued in the form of a White Paper.* 


The following paragraphs are taken from the conclusions of the 
Committee : 


The United Kingdom representatives have, however, informed the Arab 
representatives that the Arab contentions, as explained to the Committec, 
regarding the interpretation of the Correspondence, and especially their 
contentions relating to the meaning of the phrase “ portions of Syria lying 
to the west of the districts of Damascus, Hama, Homs, and Aleppo,” have 
greater force than has appeared hitherto. 

Furthermore, the United Kingdom representatives have informed the 
Arab representatives that they agree that Palestine was included in ‘the 
area claimed by the Sherif of Mecca in his letter of July 14, 1915, and that 
unless Palestine was excluded from that area later in the Correspondente 
it must be regarded as having been included in the area in which Great 
Britain was to recognise and support the independence of the Arabs. Thev 
maintain that on a proper construction of the Correspondence Palestine 
was, in fact, excluded. But they agree that the language in which its 


exclusion was expressed was not so specific and unmistakable as it was 
thought to be at the time. 


Referring to “certain subsequent events and documents which the one 
party or the other regarded as likely to shed light on the meaning or 
intention of the Correspondence,” the White Paper says: 


It is beyond the scope of the Committee to express an opinion upon the 
proper interpretation of the various statements mentioned in paragraph 19, 
and such an opinion could not in any case be properly expressed unless 
consideration had also been given to a number of other statements made 
during and after the War. In the opinion of the Committee, it is, however, 
evident from these statements that His Majesty’s Government were not free 
to dispose of Palestine without regard for the wishes and interests of the 
inhabitants of Palestine, and that these statements must all be taken into 
account in any attempt to estimate the responsibilities which—upon any 
interpretation of the Correspondence—His Majesty's Government have 
incurred towards those inhabitants as a result of the Correspondence. 


The following paragraphs are taken from a statement handed in 
by the United Kingdom representatives at the second meeting of the 
Committee : 

Moreover, as has already been emphasised, His Majesty's Government 
were not; in 1915, in a position to give the sovereignty of Palestine to the 
Arab people. They had to consult their Allies and other countries having 
interests in that territory, just as they are now obliged to consult the 
members of the League of Nations. : 

In conclusion, the Lord Chancellor would remind the Committee that 
what matters to-day is the existing state of affairs. The Mandate was given 
to Great Britain with the approval of some fifty-two nations from all parts 
of the world, and its existence as an obligation encumbent upon His 
Majesty s Government, which His Majesty's Government cannot themselves 
alter, is a fact which cannot be ignored. Cannot all concerned recognise 


the reality of these facts and work together to make a fair settlement 
in the existing circumstances?

The Government also issued as a White Paper “ statements made on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government during the year 1918 in regard 
to the future status of certain parts of the Ottoman Empire.” It 
contains the “ Hogarth Message,” which Commander D. G. Hogarth 
was instructed in January, 1918, to deliver to King Hussein of the 
Hejaz; a record of the conversation which the Commander had with 
King Hussein about the message; some notes by Commander Hogarth 
about this conversation; the Declaration to the Seven, a message which 
His Majesty’s High Commissioner in Cairo was instructed in June.

A Grim Record 


[from our Correspondent—JerusaLem, March 12) 


Some idea of the really unholy state of lawlessness in Palestine can 
be had from the figures of crime for 1938 which have just been made 
available from official sources. Last year, there were 582 murders 
and 607 attempted murders, or about three such crimes daily for every 
day in the year! In 1937, there had been 190 murders and 253 
attempted murders. 

The figures apparently do not include the deaths in action of Jewish 
and Arab policemen and notrim and of British soldiers, nor of the 
many hundreds of brigands who are claimed officially to have been 
killed while fighting the Crown forces. It is, therefore, safe to assume 
that there were at least another 200 deaths. 

Robbery and attempted robbery rose from 221 to 604 in 1938. Other 
classes of crime and offences showed a decrease: for instance, man- 
slaughters dropped to 78 last year, as compared with 90 in 1937, there 
were 281 agrarian offences against 439; and 209 “offences against 
morality” against 392, Another surprising decrease was in cases of 
possession of firearms, reported as 1,008 in 1937 and only 376 last 
year. On the other hand, figures during September, October, and 
November were reported to be incomplete “ owing, to destruction of

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GERMAN JEWS IN PALESTINE 
Work of Central Settlement Bureau 
TWELVE NEW COLONIES IN FIVE YEARS 
A Valuable Contribution to the Yishuv 


“There are already in Palestine about twelve new colonies which 
have been founded by Jewish immigrants from Germany in the last 

| five years,” said Dr. G. Landauer in the 
course of an interview (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative). Dr. Landauer 
is in charge of the special department of 
the Executive of the Jewish Agency which 
deals with the settlement of German Jews 
in Palestine, the London Bureau being 
known as “ The Central Bureau for the 
Settlement of German Jews.” Dr. Weiz- 
mann and Dr. Arthur Ruppin are Joint 
Chairmen. 

Dr. Landauer told me that since 1933 
the number of immigrants who had entered 
Palestine from Germany and Austria was 
a little over 45,000. More than 10,000 
had settled on the land. Their general 
position was quite satisfactory. 

Enumerating the different forms which 
the department's help took, he said: “ First 
of all, it assists.in the organisation of the emigration of German Jews 
and of those who are refugees in other countrics. In Palestine, we 
begin our work from the moment the immigrant steps ashore. In 
co-operation with the various immigrant organisations in Palestine, 
prominent among these being the Hitachdut Olei Germania v’Austria, 
we give advice to the immigrants and then follow up their lives in 
Palestine until their final settlement. We try to secure land for agricul- 
tural settlers among them. We also give credits to new settlers and 
provide agricultural instruction. We have established a_ special 
company. for. the settlement of middle-class people, which is called 
the ‘ Rural and Suburban Settlement Company.’ ” 

Dr. Landauer pointed out with pride that.it was almost entirely 
the German Jews who had established new colonies. of the middle- 
class type in Palestine in the last five years. They had also taken 
their fair share, he said, in the establishment of the new pioncer 
colonies which were built up in recent years under very difficult condi- 
tions due to the absence of security. The same measure of assistance

lived in the. towns. 


“ A special credit bank was established for them which is called the 
Kupat Malvé shel Olei Germania. We furnished this bank with capital, 
and in this way assisted in the establishment of new industries and the 
development of various enterprises in the towns,” 


The German Jews in Palestine had given a new impetus to industrial 
development. | 


Dr. Landauer wanted it to be particularly noted that public assistance 
was only supplementary to the large sums of capital which were invested 
by the immigrants themselves who, with the help of Haavara, 
had ‘transferred to Palestine the sum of about £10,000,000 private 
capital in the last five to six years. It was also a fact, he said, that 
there was no other country in the world where there was such a 
well-planned organisation for the emigration, for reception and 
for colonisation of the immigrants, including the transfer of their 
private capital and the provision of advice as to the way in which 
they should invest their capital. Tribute to this effect had been paid 
by a number of eminent authorities, including Sir John Hope Simpson 
in his report on refugees. 

Dr. Landauer then referred to the Youth Aliyah. Under the direc- 
tion, he said, of Miss Henrietta Szold, his department carried out this 
work. About 4,000 children had come to: Palestine from Germany, 
and in the course of the last six months the number was over 2,000. 

“In the first year of our work,” said Dr. Landauer, “ collections 
were made in about twelve countries for funds, and very considerable 
sums were remitted to this department of the Jewish Agency from 
America, South Africa, England, Egypt, and other countries. But in 
the last few years the most important source of income has been the 


_allocations made by the Council for German Jewry. In England, the 


Council assisted with a contribution of several hundred thousand 
pounds. By this means we were enabled to provide several thousand 
immigration certificates for Jews from Germany, especially for young 


people. who had their training in Palestine and were later on assisted 
in their final settlement.”

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JEWS ENTER NEW FIELD OF LABOUR 
Formerly Done Only by Sudanese 


UNLOADING COAL AT HAIFA 


[From a Correspondent] 


It is often believed in the Diaspora that Jews are unsuited to physical 
work, and this belief has often been made the basis of refusals to 
employ Jews in various types of manual labour. The excuse given has 
been that the employer is sorry for the would-be worker's lack of 
physical strength, and does not want to impose too great a strain 
on him. 

The rebuilding werk in Palestine has proved over and over again that 
this “pity” for Jews was and is unjustified. There is no physical 
work. however. hard it may be, which cannot be performed by Jewish 
workmen,

Lately, Jewish labourers have given another remarkable proof of 
their capabilities in the Port of Haifa, Eretz Yisrael imports yearly 
approximately 150,000 tons of coal, and 150 to 200 labourers are 
employed in the Port on the unloading of this coal. There was a 
belief that only Sudanese were capable of performing this hard work. 
Many applications were made during the past eighteen years by the 
Histadruth (Jewish Federation of Labour) to do this work, but they 
were turned down on the ground that not only Jews but even Palestinian 
Arabs were unable to do it. ;

A large meeting of Rabbis and representatives of the London syna- 
gogues he'd on Thursday of last week at Stern's Hotel ‘was addressed 
by Rabbi Meir Berlin, President of the World Mizrachi Organisation. 
He said that the union of the two great Orthodox Jew sh organisa- 
tions had a histor.c value in view of the present critical situation of 
Jewish life. 

“ Orthodox Jews,” Rabbi Berlin said, “ see in Palestine an opportunity 
not only for the establishment of a Jewish National Home but also the 
possibility for realising the Messianic ideal which has ever served as a 
refreshing power in the hours of deepest darkness in Jewish history. 

Rabbi Blau, President of the Agudat Israel in Palestine, s.id that 
hundreds of Jew sh young men and women had gone to Palestine as 
refugees from the hell of Germany, and not only must their bodies be 
saved but also their souls. 

A number of the Rabbis and Presidents of synagogues who were 
present also greeted enthusiastically the creation of unity in orthodox 
Jewry for constructive work for Palestine. The following resolution 
was unanimously adopted :— 


“ This conference of Rabbis and representatives of the London Jewish conerega- 
tions herewith resolv: that we give our fuil-hearted su port to the United Palestine 
Religious Appeal which represei.ts a joint effort on the part of the M.zrachi and 
the Agudat Israel on behalf of the traditional Jewish institutions in Palestine, and 
that on the first day of Passover an appeal be made at the services in all the 
congrezations for the support o! this campaign.”

Attitude to Zionism Defined 


“A POLICY OF~ NEUTRALITY” 


A deficit of £1,715 was reported at the annual meeting of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, presided over by Mr. Louis H. Gluckstein, MP, 
on Monday evening. 

Mr. Gluckstein said that there were in some quarters prophecies that 
the death of Dr. Claude Montefiore would lead to the failure of their 
Synagogue. They knew that such a development was unthinkable, but they 
had to prove this by actions as well as by words. Their Synagogue had 
provided an important religious help for refugees who had fallen out of the 
trend of Orthodox Judaism, and it had forged a fresh link between Jew, 
and non-Jews. During the November pogroms in Germany, many non-Jews 
had come to their services to mark their sympathy with the Jewish victims. 

The balance-sheet was presented by Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, who gave an 
address on the Richborough Camp. las 

Dr. Harry Lewis said that a restatement of the position of the Synagogue 
towards Zionism was urgently needed. He read extracts from an article 
appearing in an evening newspaper on the Palestine Conferences, in which 
it was asserted that the Liberal Synagogue was not in sympathy with Jewish 
immigration into Palestine. Jews, said Dr. Lewis, would support Great 
Britain loyally and in that they were at a disadvantage in relation to the 
Arabs. but he believed that it was necessary publicly to deny the charge 
that Jews were at sixes and sevens on the vital issue of Jewish immigration 
into Palestine at this moment, and therefore he appealed for a new bil! 
of riehts from their Synagogue on this matter. ' 

Rabbi Dr. Israel Mattuck said that neither place nor time was opportune 


for the discussion of the main part of the issue raised by Dr. Lewis. All 


Jews. he said, no matter to which section they belonged, were in agreement 
at the present time that as many Jews as sought or needed a place of 
refuge ‘there should be received in Palestine. The difference of opinion 
concerned Zionism itself. The majority of Liberal Jews were not Zionists, 
but a small minority were, and Liberal Judaism had shown that where 
Zionism and Liberal Judaism were found: to be compatible by members 
they were prepared to accept them within the Liberal Jewish organisation. 
They had officially adopted a policy of neutrality in matters of Zionism 
and non-Zionism, and Zionists could co-operate in world movements for 
progressive Judaism so long as they recognised two points: first. ‘the 
neutrality did not allow them to substitute the religious appeal in Jewish 
life by any other appeal or to assert that religion did not occupy the chief 
place in Jewish life. Secondly, Liberal Judaism would not forgo the 
teaching that a Jew was a Jew in whatever land he found himself. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted, and the Committee and Hon. 
Officers re-elected. 


IS THE JEW CREATIVE? 


Analysis of the Jewish Intellect 


MR. I. BERLIN AT ANGLO-PALESTINIAN CLUB 


In a lecture on “ The Position of the Jewish Intellectual,” Mr, Isaiah 
Berlin, of Oxford (where he is a Fellow of All Souls’ College and 
Lecturer at New College), spoke at the Anglo-Palestinian Club last 
week about the accusation against the Jews of being uncreative and 
the allegation that, while they were interpreters of the work of others, 
they were not capable of originating new lines of thought and action. 
Dr. Emanuel Miller was in the Chair. 

Mr. Berlin based much of his analysis of the Jewish intellectual on 
the book “ Belphegore,” by M. Julien Benda, who divided the Jews 
into two types, the Hebraic and the Carthaginian. The Hebraic, or 
Mosaic, type was severe and rigorous, saw the world in terms of black 
and white, did not recognise gradations, had great courage and integrity, 
would not compromise, and was in the grip of some fanatical devotion. 
They were people who, in the interests of truth, were willing to undergo 
public contumely. Three examples were Spinoza, the Prophet Amos, 
and Freud. Schnitzler, in his play “ Dr. Bernhardi,” dealt with that 
type. The Carthaginian type was emotional, anxious to please, fond 
of what was new, generous, quick, adaptable. He was a sensitive 
barometer of the forces of the outside world, brilliantly interpreting 
the spirit of the age, without, however, adding to it. Going into tho 
reasons for the development of the second type, Mr. Berlin said that 
if one found oneself suddenly in a new world, as the Jews had suddenly 
found themselves part of European society, one’s energy, one’s sense of 
survival, would be directed to examining the processes of that society, 
to understanding the truth about it. So the Jew often understood 
people more than they understood themselves. There was a kind of 
over-identification with others, that had given rise to the American 
comment that Jews were like everyone else only more so. 

The position was a different one, proceeded the lecturer, when they turned 
from the arts to the abstract sciences. Here the symbols used were abstract 
symbols, the language an international one.. There was no need here to use 
a medium that was part of a national heritage, no need for immersion in 
a particular intellectual atmosphere. Jews started from scratch. 

Mr. Berlin said that the condition for a real richening of the Jewish 


intellect, for development unselfconsciously of the power to create, was life 
in Palestine or another country of Jewish settlement. 

The Chairman was of the opie that the lecturer's dichotomy of the 
Jewish intellect had been too strongly stressed. A study devoted to the 
characteristics of the Jews and the extent that they .were extrovert or 
introvert was one which, he said, should be undertaken by a social anthro- 
pologist. It would show, he thought, that there was not much to choose 
between Jews and non-Jews as far. as. creative and intellectual qualities 
were concerned.

I.R.E.B. WANTS MORE WOMEN TEACHERS 
The sales of the last edition of Singer’s Prayer Book were 9,600 a 


ear, compared with 4,500 of the previous edition. This was reported 

y Dr. Nathan Morris at a meeting ot the Jewish Religious Education 
Board on Monday at Woburn House, presided over by Dr. N.S. Lucas, 
the President. The difficulty of obtaining weli qualified women teachers, 
who would be specially needed when the school leaving age was 
extended, was also commented on by Dr. Morris. 


The Chairman said he proposed to call the meetings at 8.30 in future. 

Dr. J. F. Midloursky pointed out that the Board had several members who 
were clected year after year but never attended meetings. It was agreed 
“that the continued absence of the representative be brought to the notice of 
oS body, which should be asked to elect another representative in 

1s place.” 

It was suggested that the large representation from the United Synagogue 
on the Board was unnecessary. Dr. Lucas said he would consult with the 
United Synagogue and with the Direct Contributors to see if they were 
agreeable to a reduction in representation. 

Mr L. G. Bowman presented the report of the EducationCommittee. He 
asked the Board to allow Mr. Herbert M, Adier, on behalf of the London 
Organising Council, to make use of portions of the — uthorised Prayer Book 
for the Sabbath service-book for the Children’s Synagogue. This was agreed 
to. Mr. Bowman said that numbers were falling off in the Board’s evening 
classes, but they hoped to make the numbers good by opening morning 
classes. A vote of appreciation was passed to Miss EB. Levene on her 
retirement after forty years’ devoted service as a teacher of the Beard. 

Dr. Nathan Morris reported that nearly 37,000 copies of Singer’s Prayer 
Book had been sold. The 14th edition was published in 1925. Before the end 
of the year they would have to consider a new edition. The last edition 
was published tn 1935 and was originally intended to last for ten years. 
Dr. Morris also reported on the work of the Jewish Higher Education 
Centre. He said that at the examination held in January, five students were 
awarded the Hebrew Teschers’ Diploma, bringing the number since the 
Centre started up to twenty-five. The rate of training was hardly adequate 
for the growing demand for trained teachers. Among the twenty-five, only 
five were women. Last year they had three women students in the advanced 
class, this pass none, with a similar prospect next year. With the extension of 
the school-leaving age, they would require women teachers for girls of 


wa fifteen. At the present moment, it was hardly possible to find 
any at all.

ASSOCIATION’S WORK REVIEWED 


Refugee Fund: Convalescent Home 
[From our, Correspondent} 


Next year the Association celebrates its twenty-fifth anniversary, and 
arrangements are to be made for celebrating this event. Abundant 
justification for the existence of the Association Is provided in the 
annual report which has just been published. The Association is not 
the movement, but no one will deny that the organisation created in 
1915 has become a vital and influential factor in the life of Anglo- 
Jewry and hat the co-ordination of effort which has been made possible 
in the Orders and Societies has helped to raise Jewish social valves. 

The report opens with an effective quotation from an editorial in Tur 
Jew1sH CHRONICLE, which described the movement as “one of the soundest 
and most constructive and s:lf-redeeming in the community, for which it 
had done more perhaps than a hundred Acts of Parliament can accomplish.” 
In addition to the domestic activities of Jewish Friendly Societies, their 
co-operation in communal work has become increasingly valuable. As the 
report says, ina year of unparalleled misery for Jewry in Central Europe, 
the movement is endeavouring to play its part ina manner true to its tradi- 
tion and ona scale commensurate with its standing. The work in which 
the Association is at present engaged, with the support of its affilia‘ed 
bodies, is the building up of a £50,000 fund to help the refugees, and, to 
implement it, Orders and Societies have been asked to adopt a standard 
resolution calling on their members to contribute not less than threepence 
per member per week. For bodes which in the main are working class, 
this undertaking is one which reflects enormous credit on the leaders who 
have inspired it. It will demand sustained work and advocacy for at least 
two years, and the goal cannot be reached unless and until every single unit 
in the Association takes steps to institute the levy. The Association does 
not underrate the difficulties, which can only be overcome if the principal 
Officers work with energy and enthusiasm. 


Medical Benefit for Non-Insured 


In comparison with this scheme, the normal work of the Association 
inevit bly becomes of a secondary character,, Nevertheless, the organisa- 
tion continues to make further progress in the sphére it has explored 
throughout its existence. For instance, the perennial topic of me ‘ical 
benefit tor non-insured members is discussed at length. Negotiat ons 
with the medical profession forthe purpose of creating a panel that will 
serve the needs of such members make familiar reading, al:hough no 
final recommendations can yet be made. Projects like the medical con- 
sultant scheme, where the medical referea: decides on doubtful sickness 
claims, specialist and nursing facilities, the. burial society with a regular 
paying membership of 2,116, and the Hospital Savings Association, have all . 
been carefully fostered, and continue to be healthy offshoots of Association 
activity, “Nor does the movement overlook the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship, for A.R.P. work and national defence receive attention. | 

With separate representation at the Board of Deputies, the Association 
continues the laudable practice of presenting a formal report, whch is 
signed by Mr. Michael Levy, Mr, Percy Cohen, C.B.E., and Alderman A. 
Kershaw, J.P. This document is a-reasonced review of ‘the Board's activities 
during the last twelve months. With membersnip on the London Area 
Council, the Association maintains its interest in the campaign for Jewish 
defence, but active work on the old lines has come to an end. In the series 
of customary tributes to prominent workers, mention may be made of the 
praise accorded to the Presijent, Mr. Barnett Janner, whose ™ sustained 
devotion to the interests of the movement generally, his unceasing efforts on 
behalf of worthy causes, and his desire to maintain the Friendly Socicty 
ideals are much appreciated.” Mr. M. E. Waldman, Chairman of the Con- 
valescent Home, is warmly congratulated on the honour. of O.B.E. The 
Association now has 41 Constituents inchuding all the 8 Orders. The total 
membership is computed at 87,166, of which figure 37,490 represents voluntary 
members and 49,676 State-insured members. 


Work of the Birchington Convalescent Home 


‘The Associaton may be particularly proud of the Convalescent Home at 
Birchington-on-Sea, which was opened eighteen years ago. Financial diffi- 
culties have been encountered, and they could: doubtless be removed by 
resolute efforts. But the good achieved by the institution in restoring 
health and affording recreation for thousands of members is inca!cul- 
able, Dr. Israel Feldman, the Medical Referee from tne beginning, 
places on record his view that the administrat ve side of convalescent 
benefit, so far as Camperdown House is concerned, is highly efficent, 
especially as compared with other similar organisations. During 19 8, 
the number of patients admitted was 797,as compared with 762 for the 
previous year. The total number of patients admitted since the opening of 
the Home has now exceeded 12,000, which indicates that a substantial pro- 
portion of the membership in,London and the Provinces has received 
benefit. Women are also admitf@d, last year’s total being 93. Over 1,30) 
women members have been admitted to date, including 428 State-insured. 

Inere are some applicants who are classified as not suitable for admission 
to Birchington, and in suitable cases grants are given for the purpose of 
alternative remedial tre.tments. During the last two years there have been 
over one hundred grants of this character, costiig about £500, Altogether, 
the Home now relies on a regular contributing membership of 19,586, which 
unhappily is a falling off as compared with past years, and explains in par! 
the financial troubles. Three Orders provide 15,905 members, of whom 
1,751 are grouped in provincial lodges. Subscribing women number 1,222. 
With regard to convalescents admitted during the year, 262 were sent b\ 
the Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David, 129 by tre Order Ache: 
Ameth, 123 by the G.O. Sons of Jacob, and 102 by the Manasseh Ben Israc’. 
There were 43 provincial convalescents,*21 coming from Birmingham anc 
Leeds. The tailoring trade with 369 accounted for most of the convalescent». 
and “ no occupation” (presumably unemployed or pensioners) for 116. The 
total expenditure for the year was £4,599, and the average cost per wech 
per patient was £1 10s. 8}d., comparing with £1 8s. 3d. far the previous yea’.

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BUILDING OF THE TABERNACLE 
Evidence of Biblical Authenticity 
HEBREWS AT THE TIME OF EXODUS 


Professor Yahuda’s Lecture to the Jewish 
Historical Society 


Professor A. S. Yahuda delivered a lecture last weck on “ The 
Building and Craftsmanship of the Tabernacle,” at a meeting of the 
Jewish Historical Society of England at the Gustave Tuck Theatre. 
University. Coege. The lecture was accompanied by the showing 
of a model, specially built for Professor Yahuda, of the Tabernacle, and 
it aroused the greatest interest. The model was complete down to the 
most minute detail (writes a Jewisu CHRONICLE representative), and 
was different from all previous models inasmuch as it had been built 
in strict accordance with Dr. Yahuda’'s views. 

The minuteness with which every part of the Tabernacle was related 
in the Second Book of Moses, said Professor Yahuda, revealed a perfect 
jnowledge of all branches of craftsmanship and of architecture, and a 
most accomplished terminology. 

The speaker then described the Biblical critics’ view and the reasons 
why they dismissed the whole story of the building of the Tabernacle as 
’ the exuberant product of fantastic scribes who were cager to glorify 
a primitive and precarious past by inventing events which never happened. 
mighty deeds which were never carried through, and wonderful storics 
which only sprang up in their own imagination.” 

in books and articles, said the Professor, he had shown that the Books 
of Moses as a whole, with the exception of smal! portions of a later 


date, could oe | be conceived as the product of the Hebrew-Egyptian . 
t 


epoch; that is, of the time of the Exodus, to which they were attributed. The 
establishment of the antiquity and genuineness of the Pentateuch was onl, 
possible by investigating its records in the light of the Egyptian language 
and the Egyptian surroundings in which the Hebrews spent many centuries 
But trying to understand the Pentateuch from the Egyptian background 
every difficulty was removed—ithe language and the style and the whole 
spirit of the Pentateuch became perfectly clear. It therefore resulted that 
the Hebrew language as a itterary language, just as they had i before 
them in the Pentateuth, could only be conceived as a proper and genuine 
creation of the Hebrew people, ceveloped from a primitive Canaanite 
dialect which they brought with them to Egypi and which they evolved 
to a high literary perfection under the influence of the Egyptian language 
it further resulted that when the Hebrews left Egypt. far from being a 
semi-savage horde of wandering Beduins, they possessed all the advantages 
of the Egyptian culture, supplemented by the more progressive religious 
and ethical sdeas ‘which were cultivated among them long before the Exodus, 
and then amplified and crystallised by Moses.

ity. 
_ Seen from this angle, continued Professor Yahuda, the account of the 
Tabernacle appeared in quite a different fight, and precisely the connec- 
tion with Egypt not only made it possible to understand the whole technique 
of the Tabernacle but madé it impossible to believe that such a minute 
knowledge of that technique would be expected in another time than 
that m which the Hebrews were still in close contact with Egypt, and 


-oralismen, skilled in all the arts of Egypt, were 40 be found among them. 


The same was the case with regard to the material possessions of the 
Hebrews. It was preceisely at that tine that such large quantities of 
gold, silver, and semi-precious stones could be owned by them. 


Confirmation ef High Hebrew Standard 


Taken as a whole, the account of the Tabernacle, the speaker went on, 
was & Most important document of the Exodus time, and far from being 
apocryphal, as was asserted by the Biblical critics, it was an authentic 
confirmation of the advanced state of culture and civilisation of the Hebrew 
people before they conquered Canaan. At that.time they were materially 
and spiritually far more progressed than in the two or three centuries 
which followed the conquest, because they mixed with the peoples of 
Canaan and fell back to heathendom and primitive conditions, just as 
was stated in Joshua and in the Book of Judges. Thus the Tabernacle 
account was the best challenge to the critics’ conception of the low 
standard of the Hebrews when they left Egypt to conquer the land of ‘their 
ancestors. 

The authenticity of the Tabernacle report confirmed also another thing, 
which was of the greatest importance for the history of Israel, namely, 
that the monotheistic idea was already at thal time conceived and pfo- 
claimed in its whole austerity and purity as it appeared in the Books of 
Moses. It bore the same date as the building of the Tabernacle and was 
laid down by the same legislator who orderd the building of the Tabernacle 
as an abode for the one God. 

Professor Yahuda caplained all the details of his model and stated that 
he would give a full description of the Tabernacle, together with the results 
of his investigations, in ‘his forthcoming second volume on the language of 
the Pentateuch. He replied to a number of questions, and was then thanked 
for his lecture on the motion of Dr. C. Duschinsky, seconded by Mr. 
Augustus Kahn. 

Before the lecture, the Chairman, the Rev. Michael Adler, moved'a 
vote of condolence with the family of the late Haham Dr. Gaster, who. 
he said, was a distinguished past President of their Society. Alter paying 
a tribute, Mr. Adijer said he did not think thal t was necessary for him to 
dwell upon Dr. Gasters achievements or upon his personal character. 
The obituary notice in Tar Jewtsa Crronticie did full justice to the record 
of his life. Moreover—and this was his main reason for being so brief 
that night —it was the intention of the Society to devote the evening of 
Aprii 13 to do honour to three of its most distinguished members whem 
they had recently lost-—Dr. Claude G. Montefiore, Dr. Adolph Biichlier, 
and Haham Dr. Moses Gaster. 

Mr. Adler tendered, on behalf of the Society, their hearty congratulations ; 
to Dr. Cecil Roth upon his appointment as Lecturer in Jewish History at 


College.

LORD ROTHSCHILD IN MANCHESTER 


Appeals for the Refugees 
VISITS TO COMMUNAL INSTITUTIONS 


[From our Correspondent] 


Lord Rothschild visited Manchester on Sunday for the purpose of 
launching an appeal on behalf of the Council for German Jewry. 
During the day, he paid visits to the Jewish Hospital, the Home for 
Aged and Needy Jews, refugee hostels in North and South Manchester, 
and the Whitefield Golf Club, being accompanied on his tour by Messrs. 
Nathan Laski, J.P., S. H. Steinart, J.P., Emanuel Raffles, and Norman 
M. Jacobs. 

At the Home for the Aged, Lord Rothschild was told by Messrs. 
Lawrence Kostoris (President) and Nathan Marks (Chairman) of th- 
scheme for accommodating elderly German-Jewish refugees there wit! 
the support of the Council for German Jewry. At the refugee hoste! 
in Upper Park Road, his lordship was received by Messrs. Eli Fox 
and Adolph Cassel and other members of the Board of Managemen:. 
and at Kershaw. House, Alexandra Road, by Mr. Robert Breckman 
and the Committee. At each place, Lord Rothschild expressed hij; 
appreciation of the arrangements made for the welfare of the refugees. 
and thanked all the voluntary helpers who were devoting so much o: 
their time and energy to the work. 

At the Whitefield Golf Club, where he was received by Mr. L. M. 
Glancy (President) and Mr. Victor Hassan (Chairman of the loca! 
Agricultural Refugees Committee), Lord Rothschild said he was 
delighted to hear that the Club had undertaken to equip the farm 
which it was hoped to acquire in the Middleton neighbourhood for 
the training of German Chalutzim. 


Promises of £10,500 


Lord Rothschild formally launched the new refugees appeal at « 
luncheon held at the Midland Hotel. The amounts promised at the 
luncheon reached £9,300, and by the end of the day, after Lord Roth. 
schild had met groups of sympathisers at different points in the city, 
the total reached was £10,500. 

Fresh from his visit to America, Lord Rothschild gave an address on 
the refugee question, Palestine, and American Jewry. He said that 
whatever doubts they might have about Germany's good faith, they had 
to continue with their efforts to secure an orderly Jewish emigration, « 
cessation of molestation, and the use of confiscated Jewish property 
for the financing of German-Jewish emigration. On the Palestine 
question, Lord Rothschild said: “I still do not despair of a solution in 
Palestine, and it would not surprise me if we still live to see some 
gratification of Jewish hopes there.” 

Speaking of anti-Semitism in America, he said he did not think that 
the so-called influential Jews of America were dealing with the problem 
in a proper way. Intent on “assimilation” (a word which he detested 
and never quite understood), they did not come out into the open and 
fight anti-Semitism. “ There is this attitude here in England as well,’ 
he continued. He deplored any attempts made either by Jews or 
non-Jews to differentiate between the rank-and-file Jews and the 
richer Jews. “ Like all Jews, I claim the right to live as a human being. 
I do not want to live as a problem, especially as the problem has been 
created by the non-Jewish world,’ concluded Lord Rothschild amid 


- great applause. ,

RELIEVING THE JEWISH POOR 


Board of Guardians’ Annual Meeting 


Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., the President, submitting the report to the 
annual meeting of the Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians on 
Sunday, said that during the year the Board had’ been. overwhelmed 
by applications for increased relief and also by a large number o! 
new cases. Over 4,130 cases had been relieved at a cost of £10,79°. 
which represented an increase of fifty-eight cases, and an increase 0! 
£1,191 in expenditure. Mr. Laski expressed the Board’s appreciation 
of the action of the Manchester Corporation in increasing its annual 
grant by £1,000 to £5,000, and to the Salford Corporation for the gran‘ 
of £800. Without this help, the Board would have to close its doors. 
It would cost the Manchester Public Assistance Committee far more 
to relieve the Jewish poor. “As it was, the whole of the business ot 
the local Jewish poor was managed by the Board. 

In thanking the two past Treasurers, Messrs. Neville Finburgh and 
Stanley J. Levy for their valuable services to the Board, Mr. Lask' 
said that Mr. J. Mamlock had recently assumed the Treasurership, and 
he hoped that he would receive general support from the Community. 


“ Jewish Community Almost Crimeless ” 


Reference was made by Mr. Laski to a suggestion that a part-time 
probation officer be appointed to deal with Jewish cases at the Man- 
chester courts.

Mirror of Jewish History 


BY A CORRESPONDENT 


A CHAPTER in the history of Prague and of Prague's Jewry comes 
to a tragic end with the Nazi conquest of the city. The Czechs, old 
assrace and young as a free nation, showéd understanding and good- 
will towards the Jews of their country. Jews who joined their nation 
as “ Czech Jews ” were appreciated by them as Czechs with full equality 
of rights; they held in high esteem the Zionist Movement and 
encouraged its aims. Dr. Benes, as Foreign Minister, once said to 
me: “ Be‘ assured that every faith will be protected in our State as 
long as I have anything to say in politics.” And when he was President 
Dr. Benes told me: “ Just because I have helped to build up the State | 
I have understanding and sympathy for the Jews who wish to estab- 
lish a National Home in Palestine. 1 have given instructions to the 
representative of the Czecho-Slovak Republic at the League of Nations 
to support this idea on our behalf.” This attitude of the rulers reflected 
that of the people. 

In Prague, a city of 900,000 inhabitants, four Jewish papers were 
published: one catering for the Czecho-Jéws, one for the Zionist 
Revisionists, and two General Zionist papers, one in German and one 
in Czech. In Prague, Zionist life has flourished, and the Town Hall 
has often been the scene of great Jewish meetings. It is not so long 
ago that Shalom Asch spoke there about the hardships and persecutions 
of Jewish people in Central Europe, and many non-Jews were present 
in the audience. 


THE BACKGROUND OF EVENTS 


There can hardly be a tour through “Golden Prague with its 
thousand towers ” which does not touch on Jewish matters. In this old 
city there is the ancient Synagogue, the Alt-Neu Schul, the walls of 
which date from 1260. Steps lead down to the Synagogue, as the 
Jews were not allowed to build tall. houses: 
full of memories, ts lit by flickering candles, adding to the solemnity 
of the surroundings. . Here, next to the altar, was the seat of Rabbi 
low, the creator of the Golem. Even to-day, ovér 300 years after his 
death, the seat of this great Cabbalist is reverently displayed and is 
never occupied. Heavy hand-made candelabra, precious examples of 
skilled Jewish art-work and gifts of rich Jews all over the world, 
hang from the ceiling. 

In. the centre, on the pulpit, separated from the worshippers by a 
wrought-iron railing, is a flag of old Imperial Germany, given to 
the Jews of Prague by the Emperor Ferdinand in acknowledgment 
of their bravery against the Swedes in the Thirty Years’ War. 

A feature of the ceiling are the pointed Gothic arches, which the 
builder was instructed by the authorities to use. But in order not 
to show the cross which is formed by the ribs, the builder added one 
more. The walls are grey; they have not been whitened since. the 
pogrom in the eighteenth century, in order to keep alive this tragic 
memory. Women and children who fled to the Synagogue were then 
slaughtered, and their blood and that of their husbands stained the 
walls. To-day—but for how long?—a huge brenze Moses, a donation 
of the civic authorities, stands on the lawn Outside the- Synagogue. 

The Jewish “ Town Hall” (the Jews latterly enjoyed cultural auto- 
nomy) is a beautiful eighteenth-century baroque building, in which the 
Jewish cultural administration has its offices and the meetings of the 
Jewish representatives take place. 

On the outer wall, facing the entrance of the Alt-Neu Schul, is 
a big clock, the figures of which are Hebrew, the hands turning from 
left to right. 

The old Jewish cemetery, with its graves dating from the fifteenth 
to the eighteenth century, is world famous. Beneath the old trees are 
the tombs and the crumbling sarcophagi. The names of the dead are: 
still distinguishable, and the legends of their genealogies can be read. 
The. smali stones which have been, and are ‘still, laid in prayer by the 
pious visitors on the grave of Rabbi Léw are innumerable. 

_ A Jewish museum demonstrates the antiquity of Jewish residence 
in Prague and the bonds with their city, and casts a vivid light on the 
fate of Prague’s Jewry in the course of the ages. 


JEWISH VICISSITUDES 


In these fateful days, when the whole world looks anxiously to 
Czecho-Slovakia, people are reminded of Bismarck’s saying, “* Who 
holds Bohemia holds the whole of Europe.” By extension, too, Bohemia 
is the key to European Jewish history.. This Community, for centuries 
one of the oldest and the most important, has suffered all the vicissi- 
tudes of Jewish life in the Galut. Days of prosperity and of persecution, 
epochs of scholarship and of decline; have succeeded each All

the numerous types of Jews in the Diaspora meet here—Rabbis and 
merchants, soldiers and philanthropists, and, towering above all, the 
figure of the Golem. 

Documents show that Jews were settled in Prague and Bohemia 
over a thousand years ago, but probably they lived there still earlier. 
In 1096, the Crusades claimed many victims. Later generations lived. 
in happier times, although we hear of frequent persecutions and terror 
(for instance, in 1298, 1338, 1389, and 1411). Four times in the short 
period between 1507 to 1524 Prague’s Jewry was threatened with expul- 
sion. Yet in that epoch there was also founded the first Hebrew 
printing press in German territory—an evidence that persecution was 
incapable of breaking the idealism and the ardour for learning o/ 
the Jews in this city. 

The “Golden Age” of Prague Jewry was under the Empero:< 
Rudolph II and Mathias (1576-1619). Financiers, Court Jews, and 
philanthropists such as Mordecai Meysl, Mordecai ha-Cohen, and 
Bassevi of Treuenberg secured the material prosperity of the Com- 
munity, scholars such as Rabbi Léw, R. Lunshitz, R. Hurwitz (Sheloh), 
and the author of the Tossafot Yom-tob, Lipman Heller, ensured the 
spiritual leadership over all European. Communities, During the 
following centuries, often times of hard oppression, Prague, continued 
to be the home of such well-known Rabbis as Delmedigo, Spira ani! 
Spiro, David Oppenheim, the great. bibliophile, Jonathan Eybeshuetz, 
and Jeheskel Landau. In the middle of the eighteenth century the 
Community was banished completely, but after a protest by leadiny 
circles the-Empress Maria Theresa allowed the Jews to settle in Praguc 
once more. The year of European revolutions, 1848, finally brough: 
the removal of the many ghetto restrictions. 

The Jewish renaissance was centred in Prague, and men like Pro- 
fessors Hans Kohn, Martin Buber, and Hugo Bergmann, the brothers 
Weltsch, Hugo Herrmann, and Angelo Goldstein (the last-named unt)! 
recently Jewish representative in Parliament) were members of the 
Bar Cochba Jewish Students’ League. It was in Prague that Martin 
Buber delivered his first speeches “ On Judaism.” Many Jewish pocts 
and composers had their home in Prague, the most outstanding of then:

AFTER 1933 


After the War, Czecho-Slovakia was the first State to recognise 
Jewish nationality, and in 1921 one-fifth of the Jewish population had 
accepted this status. | 

After 1933, Prague became a centre for German-Jewish emigration, 
and for years Prague’s Jewry spent large sums to help the refugees. 
Many, but not all, succeeded in beginning a new economic life. After 
the occupation of Austria, the refugees increased in numbers and 
suffering, and the great proportion, without work, were compelled 
to move to the provinces. 

The post-War constitution of Czecho-Slovakia gave absolute freedom 
and equality of rights to the Jews. They were acknowledged as a 
nationality and had their own representatives in Parliament. By 
legislation,»the Jews received full freedom, curbed only by recent anti- 
Jewish measures. The Nazis now give a crushing blow to the liberty 
of Jew and non-Jew alike.. Will the Prague Jews survive it as they 
have survived blows throughout the centuries?

The Nazi pounce on Czecho-Slovakia, even more sudden than that on 
Austria, found the Jews completely unprepared for the new catastrophe 
which engulfs them. During the past few days, most of the horrors of 
the Viennese occupation are being re-enacted, but this time with even 
less hope of escape for the Jewish and non-Jewish victims. In Bohemia 
and Moravia, there are about 140,000 Jews, apart from 30,000-40,000 
refugees from the Sudetenland. In Slovakia, there remain, after the 
cession of territories to Hungary, about 80,000 Jews. This quarter of a 
million host is now added to the helpless Community which the Nazis 
have at their mercy. 7 

rhe Nazis, whose plans seem to have been well prepared, have lost 
no time in beginning the persecution. All Jewish organisations in 
Prague have been closed down and most of the Jewish leaders have 
been arrested. They include the Zionists Herr Edelstein and Dr. Kahn, 
Dr. Emil Kafka, President of the Prague Jewish Community, Professor 
Lieben, head of the Palestine Office, Frau Marie Smolka, President 
of the Refugee Committee, Frau Hannah Steiner, President of the 
Women’s Zionist Organisation, and many others. Only a few of them 
have so far been released. Wholesale arrests of Jews by the Gestapo 
are taking place daily. Some of the Jews barricaded their homes, and 
the Nazis had to force their way in. 

Concentration camps have been set up at Milovice, near Prague, and 
Saaz, near Pilsen, and they are being rapidly filled up with Jews and 
political opponents of the Nazi regime. By Monday, the number of 
arrests was said to total about 18,000. The number of suicides, too, 
has been very large, exceeding, according to one report, those in Vienna 
alder the occupation. 


“ Scrubbing Squads” On Viennese Model 

So far, the one crumb of comfort in the present situation in Prague 
has been the fact that there have, to all appearances, been none of the 
barbarous scenes of Jew-baiting by civilians which marked the occupa- 
tion of Vienna. In Slovakia, however, the Hlinka Guards have been 
forcing Jewesses to scrub floors, in true Nazi Viennese style, and a 
Synagogue in. Mala@ky has. been converted. into a garage. In.Bratislava, 
all cars and lorries belonging to Jews have been seized and Jewish 
homes ‘have been searched, According to the Dai_y TELEGRAPH AND 
MorNING Post, complete chaos reigns in the province, 

The elimination of Jews from economic and cultural life is proceed- 


‘ing at breakneck speed. Jewish businesses.are being closed down, and 


commissioners have been placed in charge in Jewish factories. How- 
ever, the Nazi authorities are seeking to prevent the wholesale expro- 
priation of Jewish concerns by unauthorised individuals, evidently 
preferring to share the loot with no one. 

All Jewish members have been expelled by the Prague Merchants 
Association, and the Chamber of Lawyers has decided to ban all its 
Jewish members, and has ordered all Jewish lawyers to hand over their 
briefs to “Aryans.” On the instruction of the Merchants’ Association, 
“ Aryan ” shops must advertise the fact by placards, Jewish shops being 
distinguished by the absence of such placards. es 9 

The PraGer TAGBLATT announces that the “ cleansing ” of the Czech 
film) industry is well under way, and that Jewish directors, producers, 
cameramen, and so forth have already resigned. 

On Tuesday, it was reported in. the VeNKov that the Nuremberg 
laws would be introduced shortly. In any case, Jews who are registered 
as members of the German minority are already subject to the 
Nuremberg laws. 

A standstill-order was issued for all Jewish bank accounts in Prague 
this week. 

Refugees who had been streaming into Bohemia from Slovakia and 
Ruthenia have been trapped in Prague, where panic-stricken crowds 
are besieging the Consulates. - But Jews leaving the country must first 
face the Gestapo, who issue special certificates permitting the luckier 
ones to leave. - Meanwhile, the Rumanian Government has barred 
the frontiers to Jewish refugees.

The Jews, however, distrusted these fair words, and almost all the Jewish 
enterprises in the district were liquidated by their fleeing owners. It 
was estimated in February that about 50,000,000 lits of Jewish capital 
(about £2,000,000) had been transferred during the three preceding 
months to Lithuania. As a result, the most important industrial aad 
trading enterprises in the district ceased to function, and the whole 
financial situation of the district was paralysed. 

The Nazis at first tried to stop the flight of Jewish capital by force, 
and issued orders prohibiting the transfer of factory equipment and 
machinery, Wimle to postpone the liquidation of Jewish shops they 
prohibited cheap sales of stock. But the Jews preferred to sell their 
shops to German shopkeepers for a song rather than remain in the 
district. And so the Nazis tried cajolery. Jewish lawyers, judges, 
and other civil servants were permitted to carry on with their work, 
and anti-Jewish demonstrations were officially discountenaneed, although 
Nazi youths were permitted to indulge in the sport of Jew-baiting. 

The 3,000 Jews left in the district after the first exodus were mainly 
in the city of Memel itself. They are mostly people of small means 
who could not afford to leave. 

In Lithuania, which many believe may shortly come under complete 
Nazi domination, there:are 170,000 Jews. Hitherto, they have been 
spared the harsher forms of anti-Semitism prevailing in Germany and 
Poland, but should the Nazts gain the upper hand, a repetition of the 
Czecho-Slovak tragedy 1s likely. | 


WESTERN EUROPE’S RUDE AWAKENING 
Making a Stand 


[From-our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


It looked, after Munich, as if London and Paris, in return for their 
metropolitan security, had agreed to give Germany a free hand in 
the East, and to abandon those lands to Nazi domination. They 
might not have awakened from their complacency in this regard had 
not Herr Hitler, by his cool annexation of some 8,000,000 Czechs, 
aroused both their indignation and their fears. The latter, moreover, 
were to be multiplied ten times over when, after a brief interval, 
Rumania was brusquely subjected to a process of political-economic 
blackmail, even though this process did not take the form of a direct 
ultimatum. 

The shock to Western nerves seems to have been such as to galvanise 
Great Britain and France into a firm resolve to resist further German 
encroachments on the _approaches to the British and French 


dependencies and lines of communication in the Levant. 


The dreaded German Putsch against Rumania had probably the 
invasion of the Soviet Ukraine as its target. But recent German 
propaganda among the Arabs suggested that it might, alternatively, 
or in addition, be aimed at the traditional route to Baghdad, across 
the Straits. This consideration it was that set our Ministerial dovecots 
all a-flutter, and compelled a decision of the Cabinet to revive, if 
possible, “ collective security’ in the Middle East as a start. After 
all, if the Straits had to be defended, far better defend them along the 
Rumanian frontier than with the backs of the defenders to the water- 
way—a sound, strategic argument which was pr tly endorsed by 
the courageous and sensible Government and General Staff of Turkey, 
whose example, it 1s hoped, will be followed by Yugoslavia and

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U.S. * EMBARGO ” ON. GERMAN GOODS 
Continent-Wide Boycott Plans 
(QORGANISING A MONSTER. PETITION . 


The U.S. Treasury has. announced that countervailing duties of 
twenty-five per cent. would, as from April 22, be applied against 
products from Germany which are on the ditiable list until it can be 
shown that they are not subsidised. This action, it is stated, had been 
in contemplation for some, time. Ht is estimated that the counier- 
vailing duties will apply to a very substantial part of German exports 
to the U.S.A., which amounted in 1938 to about $64,500,000. In 
addition, products from Bohemia, Moravia, and Slovakia are to be 
regarded as products from Germany. The Nazis describe the new 
duties as an “ embargo.” 

This week, the U.S. Government declared that they will maintain 
the diplomatic status of the present Czecho-Slovak representatives and 
will continue to recognise the Consuls. 

The Joint Boycott Council in New York states that the anti-German 
boycott will automatically be extended to the Czecho-Slovak territories 
occupied by the Nazis. 

The U.S. Council has meanwhile announced plans for the formation 
of a Pan-American Boycett Committee to extend the anti-German 
boycott into South and Central Americaa countries, A survey by 
the Council, referring to twenty Latin American countries, shows that 
the United States is the largest purchaser of their goods, having dis- 
posed of 30.4 per cent. of their total exports during 1937, while 
Germany's share of these exports amounted to only 8.9 per cent. How- 
ever, Germany's share of imports into Latin American countries has 
risen from 10.9 per cent, in 1929 to 15.4 per cent. in 1937, while the 
U.S. share has decreased from 38.5 per cent. to 33.9 per cent.

BULGARIA’S AWAKENING 
Nazi Threat to Slaydom

Students demonstrated against Germany in Sofia last week. and Jeaf- 
lets were distributed reading: “ We have no desire to become a German 
colony.

This awakening to the Nazis’ real aims comes none too carly, for the 
past few weeks have seen a marked development of disruptive anti- 
Semitic activity. Anti-Jewish outbursts have occurred in Rustchuk 
and Plovdiv. In Sofia, hooligans, members of the Ratnitzi organisa- 
tion, attempted to disturb a Jewish concert. 

A question has been addressed to the. Minister of the Interior, Deputy 
Stankoft, about the activities of the Ratnitzi, which, he said, had been 
declared illegal, but which, nevertheless, continued with — the 
encouragement of a foreign source. 


“PURCHASE FROM. JEWS” 
Duteh Agents-Provocateurs Unmasked

HUNGARIAN  JEW-LAW ‘SLIPS 
THROUGH COMMONS 
Overshadowed by In‘crnational Events 


By over 100 votes against twenty-seven, the first reading of the new 
Jew-law, which further limits Jewish partspation im economic ani 
cultural Jife, was passed by the Mungarian Lower House ‘last week. 

Although most of the Deputies were present when the Bill was put 
to the vote, the general interest mm thé House was centred on the rapidly 
moving international events, and the Jewish problem was pushed into 
the background. The Social Democrats, the Progressive Party, some 
Independent members, and about, eight members of the Independen: 
Agrarian Party voted against the Bill. 

Deputy Dr. Ruppert, a member of the Kossuth Party, tabled a separate 
motion declaring that the Bill was contrary to the fundamental principle 
of equality of mghts. Following a motion by the former Minister of 
Justice, Dr. Sitvay, the Bill, in view of the numerous amendments 
proposed by the rapporteur as well as by a number of Deputies, was 
sent back to the Parliamentary Committees for further consideration 
and final drafting. oa 

During the debate, M. Esztergalyos (Socialist) recalled that at the 
Peace Treaty discussions at the close of the War, the Hungarian delega 
tion submitted a memorandum disputing the Rumanian claim that the 
Transylvanian Jews were not an integral part of the Hungarian 
minority. In support of his contention, the Deputy read page 359 of 
‘the report of the proceedings, which declared: “ Most of the Jews 
are completely assimilated to the Magyars. They have especially taken 
their part in industry . . . and are saturated with Magyar feeling and 
culture. They gave us many celebrated writers, artists, and scientists. 
so that in the final analysis we must say that the Transylvanian Jews. 
from the racial point of view, are properly speaking not Jews bu 
Magyars.” 

The report which contained this notable passage was the work of 
Count Teleki. the Prime Minister, who is now Icading the anti-Jewish 
drive in the Hungarian Parliament! 


The funeral of the cighty-one-year-old Jew, Signmrund Lukacs, who died 
from wounds received during the explosion of the bomb ‘thrown at the 
chief Synagogue of the Pest Community some weeks ago, was attended 
by the entire Board of the Community, headed by its President, Samuc! 
Stern. After a graveside address by Rabbi Franz Hevesi, Dr. Geza Desi 
delivered a memorial address. “The bomb,” he said. “ was aimed ai al! 
of us. because we remain faithful to our religion. . . . We shall not allow 
ourselves to be shaken in our lovalty to Hungary.” 


350,000 EX-RUMANIAN JEWS 
Citizenship Revision Next Week 


GOVERNMENT ESTIMATE FAR OUTSTRIPPED 


In spite of the statement made to the Snaidh ‘Segvepheic Agency 
recently by a member of the Rumanian Cabinet to the effect that not! 
more than 150,000 Jews would be deprived of their nationality under 
the citizenship revision law, a careful anquiry by local Jewish organisa- 
tions shows that the number of denationalised Jews will be .nearer 
350,000, or even 400,000. Almost fifty percent. of the Jewish popula-— 
tion of Rumania, therefore, will lose their nationality. In some cities, 
about sixty per cent. of the Jewish population have already been 
deprived of their nationality.

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SEVEN HUNDRED POLISH JEWS IN 
FRENCH PRISONS 


The *‘ Crime” of Being Passport-'ess 
[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


The revision of Polish nationality has placed a great number of 
Polish citizens abroad in a very difficult position. It takes a long time 
before applications for continued citizenship are dealt with, and this 
state of suspense is worsened by the fact that the Polish Consulates 
must send the applicants’ passports to Warsaw. Meanwhile, the 
unfortunate appiicants remain without documents, and are liable to 
extreme unpleasantness, People who have lived in France for many 
years, and whose papers were perfectly in order, are now unable to 
obtain a prolongation of their identity cards because they have no 
valid passport at hand. Even when they finally get their passport back 
from the Polish Consulate, it often happens that the term fixed by 
the police for the renewal of the identity card has long before expired, 
and harmless residents thus automatically become delinquents who 
are sentenced to prison. 

In a letter addressed to L°’Orpre, M. Jarblum, President of the 
Federation of Jewish Societies in France, calls attention to this 
anomalous position and reveals the astounding fact that at least 700 
Polish citizens are now in France serving prison terms for “ crimes ” 
of this nature, some of them for the second or third time. The anti- 
Semitic Press, of course, exploits this figure as a proof of Jewish 
“ criminality.” M. Jarblum suggests that such immigrants who have 
become de facto Stateless, or at least the young people among them. 
should, instead of being sent to prison, be permitted to work on training 
farms, where they could be prepared for subsequent emigration. For 
this purpose, he says, France should permit the transfer from Germany 
of the Hachshara farms of the Jewish Agency, which have been closed 
there since last November. This would provide at once the necessary 
equipment and ‘experienced personnel. 

It was reported this week that the Warsaw High Court is now issuing 
special certificates confirming the filing of applications by citizens 
abroad. In Germany, so it 1s declared, the authorities have agreed, 
after prolonged negotiations, not to expel the holders of such 
certificates. 


According to the Poputaire, the organ of the French Socialist Party, 
the French Minister of Jystce--M. Paul Marchandeau, is drafting a Press 
law which will include a clause prohibiting racial and anti-Semitic 
propaganda. 

M. Alfred Wallach, the Deputy for Mulhouse in the French Chamber, 
has resigned owing to ill-health. M. Wallach, a rich industrialtst representing 
the upper bourgeois circles of local Jewry, successfully contested the seat 
against the well-known Socialist, M. Salomon Grumbach, prompted by 
the desire to show that not all Jews were Socialists. He was very popular 
in his constituency, and the news of his resignation has been received with 
regret. 


ITALIAN DEPORTATION: MEASURES -. 
RELAXED 


Reported Lull in Anti-Jewish Campaign 


An indication that Jews in Italy of British, American, French, and 
Swiss nationality may not be deported under the expulsion law against 
foreign Jews which came into effect on March 12, was given by the 
police authorities in Rome, who, this week, questioned a large number 
of foreign Jews about their intentions of leaving Italy. 

The Jews were informed that they would have to file applications 
with the authorities before being granted permission to stay in the 
country, and were assured that they had no reason to worry if they 
could give sound reasons why their stay should be prolonged. Jews 
who claimed that they were unable to secure visas for any other 
country were told to continue their efforts. But all the Jews were 
informed that they could stay in the country until they received a reply 
to their applications. 

A slight relaxation is also noticeable in the anti-Jewish drive. Most 
of the signs on shops proclaiming that the owners are “Aryans” have 
now been removed voluntarily by the shopkeepers after it has been 
noticed that they were quietly boycotted by the population. In Turin, 
a sign “ Jews not wanted ” put up in front of a local café was removed 
by the owner after a disabled Jewish ex-Serviceman, dressed in a 
licutenant’s uniform and. wearing all his war medals, demanded its 
removal. Several days later, all such signs in the city were also 
removed. 

In spite of the fact that all Italian Jews have been expelled from the 
Fascist Party and the Italian Army, many Italian Jews have received 


‘Invitations to appear in uniform at the official celebrations of the 


twentieth anniversary of the foundation of the Fascist Party, which 
are being held throughout Italy over the week-end. 


TURKEY SAYS “NO!” 


Mr. Hussein Yalsin, a prominent member of .the Turkish Parliament 
and editor of YeENt SABAH, attacks the racial policy of the totalitarian 
States in a leading article in his paper. He has nothing but the greatest 
contempt for those who have created a “Jewish question” where 
it does not exist, he declares. The Turkey which the late Kemal 
Ataturk created could never tolerate sucha policy, and was following 
in the steps of her late President and creator by the strict avoidance 
ot any kind of racial or religious bigotry. -The Turkish people can 
only look at what is befalling the Jews in Central Europe with profound 
sorrow; and if they cannot throw open wide their doors to all the 
refugees, they can feel pity at their plight. 

Mr. Yalsin adds that the Turkish Government would never permit 
anti-Jewish propaganda, The Turkish Jew, like any other citizen, was 
iree.to enter any profession and take up any work without interference 
Or restriction.

Italo-German Plans 


{From a Correspondent) 


The Italo-German Committee of Legal Relations recently held a 
meeting in Vienna, in the course of which it discussed the legal side 
of the racial question. It was agreed that a greater effort to enlighten 
the conscience of the German and Italian peoples and help them to 
defend ‘their “ national values ” against Jewish influence was imperative. 
The Committee further agreed that it was necessary for the altamment 
of this end that the Jewish elements in every nation should be quickly 
segregated from the rest of the Community in order fo prevent the 
“cosmopolitan ideologies” borne by “International Jewry” from 
taking root in the life of the two peoples.

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THE OPPOSITIONS IN GERMANY 


A Country of Discontent 
NOVEMBER POGROMS A TURNING-POINT 


[From a Correspondent] 


What is the strength of anti-Nazi feeling inside Germany? How far 
is there any effective organised opposition? Is the whole popula- 
tion affected? These and many similar questions have long been 
engaging the attention of students of Nazism, and last week Miss 
Dhonau, of the International Labour Department, of London, 
“attempted to answer them in a lecture to the Finchley Labour Party 
on “ The Oppositions in Nazi Germany.” 

Miss Dhonau began with an examination of the political parties. There 
had been, she said, a split in the Communist Party. A small section had 
joined the Nazis, but the bulk had remained loyal to their principles and still 
carried on a determined illegal fight The Social Democrats, although 
their organisations had been destroyed, provided a steady rock of anti- 
Nazi resistance. They provided an element with enormous power of moral 
resistance. By helping each other economically, they had built a com- 
munity inside the Nazr State. which was much bigger than the actual 
jiegal movement. The Catholics had from the beginning shown far less 
inclination than the Protestants to compromise with Nazism. The Protestants 
had been inclined to welcome Nazism, as Protestantism was a national 
as against an international religion. But many Protestants had been driven 
into opposition because of the nature of Nazism, which was not only a 
«ystem of Government but also a sort of religion. It was in essence anti- 
Christian, and did not recognise a universal -religion. Conflict had also 
occurred on the racial question, and that was the one point on which the 
Catholics have refused to compromise. There was another religious body, 
the Bible Students, a sect of whom little had been heard in Germany before 
Nazism, who were conducting a determined opposition. They were sub- 
ected to severe persecution, and hundreds of them were in concentration 
CAMDS. 

rhe German Army itself was no longer a closed homogeneous body, Miss 
Dhonau continued. It had Nazis and anti-Nazis within its ranks, and it 


was, therefore, a reflection of the German nation. The generals, who had 


so carefully rebuilt a German army since the War, were, she believed, not 
anxious to lose it in a wild venture. They did not object to having the 
army used as a means of blackmail, if they were assured there was no 
real danger involved. In the September crisis, the Reichswehr was 
determined not to go to war; and in view of that, what took place was 
ihe most unnecessary capitulation in history. The army officers still thought 
in terms of the old military strategy of Germany, which was never to allow 
Germany to become involved in a war on two fronts. If the Nazis managed 
to secure one front without any danger of attack, then they would hear no 
more of the Reichswehr opposition. 

Business circles, too, were greatly dissatisfied. They were being restricted 
on all sides by the development of a great military machine. The middle- 
classes, who had been the most fervent supporters of Nazism, were now 
iis most strenuous opponents. They were not merely being squeezed out 
of existence, but they had to pay the most enormous and prohibitive of 
taxes. The Nazis had not abolished the large stores or mitigated large-scale 
industry, -but-were forcing the smail:man into the factories. The peasant 
was more dissatisfied ‘than ever; not only had he to submit to rigorous 
organisation but he had also to give up his produce without adequate 
payment. All.sections.of agriculture and industry. had, moreover, to bear 
the burden of an enormous bureaucratic machine, designed to give jobs 
to Nazis. The whole of industrial life was overrun by parasitic Nazis. 
There was also a tremendous deal of bribery. As a system of Government, 
the Nazi regime was hideously ‘inefficient, and it was only the autocratic 
nature of the regime which hid the deficiencies, 


Disillusion 

Even the intellectuals, who had been ardent Nazis as a body, felt that 
the sheer mental stupidity of Nazism was becoming too much for them. 
Lawyers, for instance, had thought that with the removal of Jewish lawyers, 
they would have a good time. Instead, they found that the removal of 
the Jews had been an excuse for destroying the law. No one bothered to 
£0 to a lawyer nowadays, and the only thing that mattered was how one 
stood with the Nazi Party. One small body of judges had issued a state- 
ment expressing their horror at the growth of lawlessness in the young. 
Chere was an enormeus.amount of highway robbery, and it had been found 
that almost all the young thieves were members of the Hitler Youth. 
University students, who had been strong supporters of Nazism, now found 
that they could not study anything seriously, and they were lucky if they 
could begin to earn any money by the age of thirty, what with labour and 
army service. To-day, said the speaker, they expressed their opposition 
by not attending Nazi lectures. It was true to say that the Nazis had 
not managed to get the whole of German youth on their side. School- 
children were developing a marvellous capacity for ca’canny. Some of 
~ ont illegal workers were members of the upper forms of secondary 
schools, 

Last September, the German people had been afraid of war, and the 
general attitude had been: so menacing in some districts that local Nazi 
leaders had barricaded their offices with sandbags. That opposition was 
still latent, and it had been reawakened in the most spontaneous manner 
by the persecution of the Jews, and Germans of. all classes had helped 
the victims. Nothing that the Nazis had done had so antagonised the 
bulk of the population, for it was the first open demonstration for many 
of what Nazism really was. The general political persecyion which had 
been going on for years was hidden, but the November brutality made 
them realise that no individual in Germany had security. 

There was plenty of contact between all these oppositional groups, but, in 


ae of all the difficulties, there was no common programme. There was, 
sane a great hatred of dictatorship as such, and they valued freedom 
a 


‘s they had never valued it before. Wide circles in Germany, Miss Dhonau 
concluded, would be prepared to make considerable concessions, socially 
and economically, if, they could get rid of Hitler.

Cakes and Biscuits 


‘ Almond Macaroons 


Ground almonds, 8 ozs. Whites of three ' 
Caster sugar, ozs. A few blanched a 
Mix sugar and almonds; beat egg white slightly and add sufficient to for; 
a paste. With wet hands roll mixture into small balls; place on greased 
baking tin; flatten and put half a blanched almond on top of each. Bake 
in a moderate oven (No. 4) till set and a light biscuit colour (about twen:, 
minutes). 


Cinnamon Balls 
Castor sugar, 4-Ib. Cinnamon, t tablespoonful. 
Ground almonds, 6 ozs. Whites of three eggs. 
Icing sugar. 

Beat egg whites to a stiff froth; add sugar, almonds, and cinnamon ani 
mix thoroughly. -Roll into balls and bake on a greased tin in a slow oven 
(No. 3) till set (twenty-five to thirty minutes). Remove from tin and ro}! 
in icing sugar. 

Ceconut Pyramids 
Desiccated coconut, 4-4b. Castor sugar, 5 ozs. 
Two eggs. 

Mix ingredients thoroughly; with hands dipped in cold water form into 

pyramids. Bake in a moderate oven (No. 4) till set and fightly tinted. 


Rout Cakes 
Ground almonds, 4-Ib, Yolks of three eggs. 
Castor sugar, Royal icing. 


Mix almonds and sugar and sufficient egg yolk to form a pliable mixture 
Dredge a board with icing sugar and roll out paste one-third of an inch 
thick. Leave in a cool place for an hour; then form into any shapes pre- 
ferred. Place on a tin covered with greased paper; decorate to taste with 
royal ‘icing and bake in a cool oven (No. 2) till firm. 


Lemon Biscuits 
Potato flour, 4 ozs. Butter, 2 ozs. 
Fine matzo meal, | oz. Castor sugar, 2 ozs. 


Grated rind of half a lemon. One 4meall egg. 

Steve potato flour and meal into a bowl, rub in ‘butter and add lemon 
rind and sugar. Mix to a dough with a beaten egg. Knead thoroughly and 
roll out quite thin on a board dredged with potato flour. Cut into fingers 
and bake on a greased tin in. a slow oven (No. 3) till lightly tinted (about 
fifteen minutes). Handle carefully as these biscuits are very light and break 
easily. 


| Almond Biscuits 
Ground almonds, 4 ozs. Grated rind of half a lemon. 
Castor sugar, 2 ozs. Butter, 2 ozs. 


Cream butter and sugar; add almonds and lemon rind and knead to 
pliable dough. Roll out a quarter of an inch thick on a board dusted wit! 
icing sugar. Bake in a slow oven (No. 3) till lightly browned (about 
twenty minutes). 

If preferred, the tops can be brushed over with white of egg and sprinkled 
with castor sugar or chopped almonds before baking. — 

For cinnamon biscuits, omit lemon rind and add a teaspoonful of cinna- 
mon to the mixture before Kneading and sprinkle the biscuits with crushed 
loaf sugar before baking. 


iced Almond Bars | 
Ground almonds, 4 ozs. Castor sugar, 2} ozs. 
Yolk of one egg. Icing sugar, 2+ ozs. 
Half a teaspoonful cach of lemon Blanched almonds, 2 ozs. 
juice and sweet witte. 
RESERVE eight or nine almonds for decorating and chop the others finc!; 
Sieve the two sugars into a bowl; add ground almonds, chopped almonds. 
wine and lemon juice, and sufficient of the egg yolk to make a kneadabic 
dough, knead smoothly; turn on to a board sprinkled with icing sugar and 
form into a long even bar two and a half to three inches across and three- 
cighths of an inch thick. Roll gently to get the top smooth and pat the 
sides with a knife to keep their shape. Line a baking tin with greascd 
paper, put the bar on it and bake in a moderate oven (No. 4) till set 
Cut across in bars about an inch wide and leave on a cake tray till cold:

“THE WANDERING JEW” 
Lord Rothschild’s Views on the Problem 


LEADERS NOT QUALIFIED TO LEAD 
[From our Correspondent] 


Lord Rothschild spoke of the present and probable future 
he addressed the Maccabi Association London at their premises on Monday 
on “ The Wandering Jew.” He referred to his recent visit to America and 
said that going to another country and examining the Jewish position in it 
was for him an unexpectedly efficient way of getting to know somethin 
of the difficulties of the Jews in one’s own country. . 

Speaking of refugees from countries other than Germany, Lord Rothschild 
said: “Lam not just idly suggesting the possibility of future anti-Semitism: 
| am stating that these poor people are actually at our door-step. | think 
yt highly probable that if to-morrow a country were found which would or 
could take very large numbers of German refugees, there would be other 
countries in Central Europe who would take the opportunity of evicting huge 
numbers of their own Jews on the grounds that there was no reason why 
Germany should obtain preferential treatment.” It was quite evident, he 
said, that it was not enough to find one country into which refugees could 
go. There should be more, at any rate as transit countries. 

Lord Rothschild said he believed anti-Semitism was more extensive in 
the United States than in England. Amongst the causes which had con- 
tributed to this was the economic condition of the country. He spoke of the 
considerable influence of Father Coughlin, who understood how to stimu- 
late the baser feelings of mankind, and of other sources of propagande., 
He felt that the so-called Jewish leaders in America were not dealing with 
this menace in the best way. He drew attention to the common belief that 
the small group of wealthy Jews who had lived in a country for many 
generations represented the opinion of the majority of Jews there. These 
so-called leaders were, in his opinion, probably the least qualified people 
to represent Jewish opinion. 

Ihe Chairman for the. evening, Dr. Israel Feldman. described Lord 
Rothschild’s address as “a protest against the necessity of our continuing 
on a basis of constant apology for our existence.’ Expressing his faith 
in the belief that good was still predominant in a world which was at 
present showing much evil, Dr. Feldman said he felt that as time went 
on the Jews would receive a fairer deal—in spite of the Hitlers and 
Mussolinis. Only one thing, he thought, was needed to round off Lord 
Rothschild’s dissertation, and that was, how far would the Zionist solution 
prove effective in the problem of the Wandering Jew? Dr. Feldman 
welcomed Lady Rothschild. 

Mr. Conrad Abrahams spoke of the work done by the Maccabi for 
refugees at Dovercourt Bay Camp. The past week’s happenings in Central 
Furope had, he said, provided another three or four hundred thousand 
reasons why this work must continue, 

Mr. P. Gildesgame also spoke.

Brixton Com nunity’s Assistance

M. Kennedy Leigh. The consecration was performed by Rabbi M. Switt 
and the Rev. M. Morris, Ministers of the Brixton Synagogue. 

Mr. S. Binderman. the Chairman of the Fund. presided at the meeting 
which followed the service, and referred to the sympathetic consideration 
which the Croydon municipal authorities had given them. He presented 
Mrs. Kennedy Leigh with a key as a memento of the occasion. Alderman 
Marcus Lipton conveyed greetings from the Mayor of Lambeth. 7 

Mr. Philip Vos, K.C., Hon. Secretary of the Lord Baldwin Fund, referred 
to the magnificent support being received from the non-Jewish community 
in this work. He suggested that that local Refugee Committee should 
co-operate with the local non-Jewish Committee. Other speakers were 
Mr. A. Cope, who has promised to give £1,000 to the Fund, Mr. and Mrs. 
M. Kennedy Leigh, Mr. H. Stern, and Dr. Buchler. Thanks were accorded 
to Mr. L. Cohen, the Hon. Secretary, and also to the Honorary Collectors. 
it was mentioned that nearly every member of the Brixton 5ynagogue 
subscribed from a shilling to a pound a weck to the Fund. 

A reception was later held at the Brixton Synagogue Hall, at which one 
of the little refugee boys said, in broken English: “1 love England. We 
thank you very much for what vou are doing for us. We feel at home 
here, and we are enjoying the food.’ Rabbi Swift referred to the non- 
Jewish hostel at Norwood which was helping ten. Jewish girls there to 
observe their faith. They were permitted to attend the Brixton Synagogue 
every Sabbath and the Jewish Social Club attached to the Synagogue. 


CHILD REFUGEES 
Three Area Committees Formed 


In furtherance of the efforts to form district Committees to operate 
under the London Area Committee's scheme for the co-ordination 0! 
all child refugee work, three additional meetings were recently held in 
north, east, and west districts, and Committees representing organisa- 
lions in those areas were set up. In the north, Mr. Waldman was 
elected Chairman and Mr. Berg Secretary; in the east, Dr. Selwyn 
was elected Secretary and the office of Chairman was temporarily lett 
vacant; in the west, the Rev. Ephraim Levine was asked to become 
Chairman and Mrs. Gentilly was elected Secretary. It is hoped that 
any organisations Which have not yet affiliated with their repre- 
sentative districts will hasten to do so and notify the Secretaries for 
their areas. No refugee children will be entrusted to the care of any 
person or body which is not so affiliated. 

Sir Norman Angell, Professor Norman Bentwich, and Mr, Cyril Picciotto, 

.C., spoke on the refugees at a meeting organised by the Margate Peace 

Council and held in the Winter Gardens, Margate, on Sunday. The meeting 
Was supported by clergymen of all denominations and by local Aldermen 
and Councillors. The Vicar of Margate, the Rev. D. Beckingham, who 
presided, said that what was happening in Germany. Austria, and Czecho-

Jy Pe | A few months ago, following the brutal November pogroms in Nazt 

A 4 Germany, a meeting was held in Edgware at which the non-Jewish 

2 community expressed its deepest sympathy with Jewry and its great 

ae horror at Nazi bestiality. That meeting brought the local Jewish and 

iis non-Jewish communities closely together, and was the forerunner of 

ait a magnificent demonstration of solidarity last week. Several hundred 
. & a people, Jewish and non-Jewish, packed the Express Hall, Edgware, to 

me ta hear Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., the Presidentof the Board of Deputies, 


speak on “ The Jew in Europe and the Refugee Problem.” “Wie meeting 
had the support of all churches in Edgware, various. local associations, 
and Councillors A. W. Curton, F. W. Gilpin, and W. H. N. Shakespeare. 

Mr. J. Moulde, the Chairman of the Edgware Branch of the League of 
Nations Union, who presided, seemed to express the view of all non-Jews 
present when he said that what was happening in the world was a test of 
their Christianity, and that they were acting as true Christians to the extent 
that their sense of burning indignation at the cruelty which was imposed 
on millions of their fellow-men throughout the world impelled them to give 
practical assistance to those who were suffering. 

This eager spirit to help was made clear when a non-Jewish member of 
the audience suggested that'a collection be taken, although the invitation 
cards explicitly stated there would be none. The coilection. which amounted 
to almost £20. was sent to the Lord Baldwin Fund as a contribution froin 
the churches of Edgware. : 

Mr. Laski, who spoke for almost an hour on many aspects of the present- 
day Jewish problem. was very well received. In proposing a vote of thanks 
to him, the Rev. W. Z. Gibb (Edgware Presbyterian Church) said they all 
hoped those tragic days would soon pass and that they might join together 
as a community of the children of God.

und that twelve girls between the ages of fourteen and sixteen are being 
cared for and are attending trade and domestic schools.

having “ adopted” a girl by contributing 10s. a week. But in spite of 
ihese efforts the income from subscriptions on which the Council can rely 
does not meet the expenditure. Special donations have bridged the gap 
in the first few weeks, but the Council must secure further promises of 
regular weekly, monthly, or annual subscriptions to make ends meet. 
Gifts in kind (such as butter and fruit), thereby reducing living expenses. 
would be equally welcome.

At the annual meeting of the West London Synagogue Association 
held recently at 33, Seymour Place, W.,/Mr. Julian G. Lousada, the 
President of the Synagogue, read a letter from Mr. Otto Schiff, in which 
was expressed great appreciation of the enormous help which the 
West London Synagogue had given not only to refugee children bi: 
also to refugees in general. Major A. M. Sassoon, O.B.E.. MC... 
presided. 

Mr. Lousada said that the membership of the Thirty-Three Club. the 
main purpose of which was to help the German-Jewish exiles to form new 
friendships and a new communal life. had now reached nearly 600. with an 
average nightly attendance of 150. They served 4.250 meals a month. The 
report of the Hospitality Committee (for Refugees) states that the work 
of this Committee had grown enormously. Over ninety children were now 
in their care. These cases had been selected as the most urgent from » 
large number of applicants, of which many had had to be refused because 
of insufficiency of funds. The Committee's aim, in co-operation with the 
Inter-Aid Committee. was to treat each child as an individual and to place i: 
an environment as near as possible to the one tt had left. Fortunate! 
the Committee had had many generous offers of help. The funds had been 
most gencrously supported by the Congregation, During the year, abou 
£3,600 had been given, and promises of approxinmtcly £1.900 per annum 
over a period of years had been received. The funds had also been 
supplemented by regular collections among the women of the Congregation

THE SEASON'S PROSPECTS 


NCE again Cunard Wh te Star must take pride of place in 

my review of the travel prospects for the coming season. 

Ever since I first became interested in the specifically Jewish

There is no need to refer length ly to the Jewish affairs of Cunard 
White Star. Readers of THe Jewist CHRONICLE are well aware that 
| have been able, from actual experience of voyages in the ships them- 
sclves, to report in the case of the Aquitania and Queen Mary a state 
of Kashrut that has gained the approval of the highest Rabbinic 
authorities. In this connection let me pay tribute to the Chef Rabb, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz, and the members of the Beth Din, including Dayan 
Dr. Feldman, for their efforts to perfect the arrangements for the 
employment of authorised Shomerim and, in the case of the Queen 
Mary, the provision of a Synagogue that has been the admiration of 
thousands of transatlantic travellers. These gentlemen, together with 
ihe Rev. M.-L. Gordon, who at Southampton is the mainspring for 
the proper running of the entire system, Rabbi I, J. Unterman at Liver- 
pool, Mr. A. Mundy, of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, and Mr. Reuben 
Lincoln, Chairman of the Commission for Kashrut, deserve credit 
for the overwhelming success of the Kasher arrangements. 

As for the Jewish Supervisors, Mr. David Davies, of the Queen 
Mary, and Mr. Oscar Kaller, of the Aquitania, no praise can be too 
high for the-r untiring labours. The reports which they send me regu-

larly after each voyage, and which are published in this journal, tell 
their own tale of hard work well done. Although I ‘tried very hard 
io convince the Directorate of Cunard White Star that there would 
be room in the new Mauretania, which is to begin her maiden voyage 
to New York on June 17 next, for a small Synagogue (I even backed 
up my plan with a working model, kindly assembled by the science class 
of the Jews’ Free Boys’ School), it was proved to me that there would be 
no room for a Synagogue: in such a comparatively small vessel of 
54.000 tons.: (The Queen Mary's tonnage is 81,000.) 

However, the Cunard people have not forgotten the needs of the 
many Jewish passengers who will favour the new ship, and, with a 
wealth of experience gained from the running of the Kasher Kitchens 
in the Queen Mary, which are so efficiently managed by the Jewish 
chef, Nicholas Field, they are now erecting in the new vessel a Kasher 
Kitchen installation which will be even better than anything of the kind 
previously seen afloat. In due course, | hope to let readers of THE 
JeWisH CHRONICLE have an account of my personal experience of the 
running of these Kitchens. 

It gives me pleasure to recall that, apart from accounts in this journal, 


my reports to the Chief Rabbi and Beth Din have been appreciated 
inasmuch as they tended to confirm the confidence that body reposed 
in Cunard White Star when issuing the necessary Kashrut licences. Tne 
JEWISH CHRONICLE this week prints exclusively, by the sanction of the 
Directorate of Cunard White Star, Ltd., their naval architects’ drawing 
of the main Kasher Kitchen in the new ship.

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ART NOTES 


EXCITING WORK BY GEORGES ROUAULT 
Etching Enters a New Phase 


The exhibition of coloured etchings, wood engravings, and 
gouaches by Georges Rouault at the Zwemmer Gallery is, after the 
Picasso show at Rosenberg and Helft's, the most exciting exhibition 
in London. Most of these pictures are illustrations to two books, 
“Cirque de l'Etoile Filante,’ by Rouault himself, and Passion, by 
André Suares. 

Although the catalogue calls these coloured prints etchings, I can 
hardly believe that this is the correct term for them, or, if they are 
so, then etching has entered into a completely new phase, for these 
pictures are as unlike in ‘technique to an etching as anything I have 
ever seen. 

The peculiarity of Rouault’s work is that it all has the same quality; 
whether it is drawing, etching, lithograph, or gouache, it has the rich 
solid quality of painting. The wood engrayings have a rough and 
exciting texture, but on examining them closely one discovers a 
technique as fine and exact as anything produced in the carly Victorian 
era. 

The coloured etchings are extremely beautiful. Rouault understands 
how to fill any allotted space with a lovely and satisfying pattern. 
These prints are an excellent vehicle for his highly dramatic though 
sensitive colour-sense. "The heavy black line he uses with such superb 
economy is not, in fact, clumsy; it is an astonishing set-off to his 
colour, as well as a sort of co-ordinator of it.. These illustrations have 
a dépth and luminosity unequalled by any others I have seen. 


RECENTLY DECEASED FRENCH PAINTERS 

The Leicester Galleries are showing a collection of pictures by. six 
French painters recently deceased. Of these six, one, Pierre Dumont, 
is a name unknown to me. Apparently for many years of his life he 
suffered from a terrible disease, and was so irritable and quarrelsome 
ihat he became almost unapproachable, and lived as a recluse. The 
last years of his life were spent in hospital, where he eventually died 
insane. But until he went to hospital he painted ceaselessly. 

His work is obviously very much influenced by Cézanne and the 
carly. impressionists, but it has a rich, brooding quality that ts all his 
own. The “ Village Ensoleillé” is a glowing painting, attractive both 
in colour and quality of paint. 

Of the five other painters, Charles Dufresne, Pierre Laprade, -Henri 
Lebasque, Paul Signac, and Suzanne Valadon, the last is perhaps the 
most romantic. Her famous son, Utrillo, has eclipsed his mother, and 
her work, sponsored by Toulouse-Lautrec and Degas, 19 not as well 
known in England as it might be. She was an exeeptionally beautiful 
and talented woman, and her paintings have a sincerity that is some- 
limes almost painful. The one T like best here is called “ Usine de 
Prussiate, Pontoise, 1918.” -It-is a symphony in deep greens and 
blues, the simplicity of its composition giving it added point. 

The paintings, of Dufresme are in two categories, the purely decora- 
tive or imaginative, and the realistic. His carly expericnce as a sailor 
led him to paint large compositions of travel and adventure which 
fall into the former class. One of these, the famous “* Discovery of 
America,” 1s shown here. It 1s a magnificent composition of real 
dramatic content. 
sensitive a little picture as one could wish. to see. 


Pierre Laprade, influenced mainly by the cighteenih-century French 
painters, strikes a somewhat false and sentimental note, whereas Paul 
Signac, many of whose delightful water-colours are shown here, is 
nevertheless seen to be a much lesser artist than his famous collaborator, 
Seurat. 

The art of Henri Lebasque ts tenuous and feminine. But he displays 
good draughtsmanship, a charming sensibility, and feeling for texture.

Jefending, contended that the intention of the legislature was that the Jewish 
Sabbath, for the purpose of the Shops Act, meant Saturday from morning 

nul night. The stipendiary magistrate held that the case was proved. the 

lewish Sabbath on February 3. he said, began at 4.30 p.m. and ended at 
530 p.m. on Saturday, February 4. The summons was dismissed. on 
payment of four shillings costs.

HINDEMITEH’S “ MATHIS DER MALER”™ 


A Difficult Work to Jodze 


I don't think the B.B.C. were really well advised to present Hiyu 
mith’s opera, “ Mathis der Maler.” in a coneert version, as \ 
done at the Queen's Hall on Wednesday of last week. On the oi! 
hand, if they had not'done so, we in England would probably no. 
have had a chance of hearing it at all, for no opera company wo 
be likely to undertake it. Just how much it loses through be 
deprived of scenic and dramatic movement is difficult to judec. & 
© is still more difficult to judge of its merits as an Opera in a vers 
in which all the participants are im evening dress and stand |: 
dummies, not to mention the (surely) extravagant size of the chor. 

It was sung in English, but that was no matter: the singers fail 
often to make the words intelligible anyway. and one has to ded: 
that Hindemith’s vocal line doe not tend itself to clear diction. | 
vocal line is all important in opera, and in Hindemiuth’s case that | 
seems as wayward and arbitrary as all his other music. Why do 
he make a certain phrase rise when the words would sugges! | 
full? Again, he fails to achieve continuity of line; it conforms i. 
strictly to the poetic line, and so one hears a succession of phrasc. 
quite empty of emotional content. He recognises the need for clima\c. 
and achieves some good ones, but in between there ts much barren 
ness. Judging by his libretio, however, Hindemith might have mac 
a fine writer. It is clear, furthermore, why he ts not persona erate 
with Nazi authorities. The Peasant War és not a congenial subject fo 
them: still less is an artist who eschews politics for his ari. 


TWO AS ONE 

Ethel Bartlett and Rae Robertson gave one of their distinguished 
iwo-piano recitals at Wigmore Hall on Thursday of last week. The 
‘are now so compleicly at one in thew conception that the old ada. 
could not be more fitly applied than to them. In all they played 
they achieved that perfect unanimity of tempo and expression whic! 
Js the basis of perfection in this particular field, and if anyone as}. 
“why bother to play on two pianos?” the answer is not only tha: 
composers have written for this particular medium. but also: go and 
hear Bartlett and Robertson. 


THE LAST “ SUNDAY POP” 

Sunday brought the last of the “ Sunday Pops.” for this season, bu! 
they are to be revived next season, so successful have they been. Th. 
programme comprised the “ Oberon” Overture, Wagner's“ Sieg! ric 
Idyll,” Chaikovsky’s first Pianoforte Concerto, and the Cesar Franc’ 
symphony. 

The first two items were particularly satisfactory from the aspec 
of bringing out all the richness of tone-of the individual instrumen'.. 
particularly the wood wind, and the “ Siegfried Idyll” had as care! 
and musical a performance as almost any I have heard. Charice. 
Hambourg, who has conducted this series, has a gift for shaping t) 
melodic phrase, making it fluid and clean, and the “ Idyll” well repa) . 
such care. The soloist in the Chaikovsky was Moiseiwitch, who mu 
have played the work as often as any artist alive, and whose pe 
formance of it never varies by one note. Once more he was brilliar 
in the first movement, tender in the second, and still more brillian: 
in the third. But he makes no attempt to soften the work’s tawdrines. 
He only makes it glitter a little more.

But in his final group of pieces he achieved performances as notable 
as any | have heard from him. The Ravel Sonatine’s delicate French 
charm was lost in the vast. expanse of the Palladium, but the six 
Chopin pieces were beautifully wrought, especially the first of the two 
preludes, and the first of the two mazurkas. There was poetry and 
magic, indeed, music that was essential Chopin, distilled by one who 
has penetrated to t urning heart of that poet-musician. Liszt's 
“Gnomenreigen ” was played with humour (Helmann’s is rich and 


whimsical), but “ La Campanella ” went wrong more than once. Tired 


fingers? Perhaps, or perhaps simply inability of the artist to attune 
himself to a work which, after all, should be played on a percussive- 
bell, and not a percussive-string instrument. 


THREE "CELLO SONATAS 
Vivian Joseph and Margaret Chamberlain are two young artists 
who have appeared together before. On Saturday evening at the 
Wigmore Hall they confirmed the good opinion formed of them at 
their previous recital. Both had obviously studied thoroughly the 
three ‘cello sonatas they played. The Bax received most sym- 
‘tic handling, which was interesting, for he is by no means an 
omposer to make sound coherent. . The Beethoven flowed well. 
e percussive power of the piano tended to obscure the ‘cello 
lower register. 


OROWITZ’S MASTERY OF TECHNIQUE 


For sheer technical efficiency. Horowitz is unexcelled and. or. 
would say, unexcellable. His second recital at the Queen's Hall on 
Tuesday covered a wide range of music, though Chopin provided the 

He played Beethoven, Mendelssohn, and Chopin as though. 
there was nothing in the music to present any technical problems. 
but his approach to~ Beethoven and Mendelssohn approximated too 
much to his approach to Chopin, and he played, as far as was possible, 
as though they were all aspects of one composer. The Beethoven 
sonata was the third of Opus 31, a work which, though not in the 
composer's most profound mood, contains’quite a deal of thought. 
lhere was no denying the grace and dexterity of Horowitz's perform- 
ance, but opinions must differ as to the degree to which he presented 
the inner_ purport of the work. I liked his version of the Chopin 
“ Ballade in F Minor, No. 4,” though here, and:still more in the fourth 
scherzo, the tempo could have been far more wayward. On the other 
hand, one has to admire the general crispness, limpidity,.and vitality 
of playing which was always graceful, never clumsy, and never violent, 
no matter how emphatic the stress. 


A LATVIAN CHOIR 


ihe Reitera Koris, a mixed choir from Latvia, showed on Monday 
at the Queen’s Hall that this small State has decidedly musical gifts, 
u the chow ts at all a fair example. Comparing it with English (or 
Welsh) choirs, one has to recognise a greater sonority, especially 
«mong the male voices, akin to the depth and breadth of the Russian 
male voices, although the Latvians are by no means Slavs. The female 
voices are not so shrill as ours. tend to be, so that the general effect 
is Ol greater depth. In attack and general execution, the choir was 
rate, and im these respects ft was interesting to note that it approxi- 
ied more closely to English ideas of technique than the Russian. 
instance, there was no sudden staccato singing, no violent change 
‘om forte to piano, no considerable attempt to turn a choir into a 
nan organ. Honest-to-goodness part-singing was the standard 
oughout. The music of the songs—all of it by Latvian composers 
did not possess markedly national traits, though the poetry certainly 
did. The conductor, Teodor Reiters, deserves every congratulation. 
‘Her Highness Princess Marie Louise atiended the performance. 


A BACH-HANDEL PROGRAMME 


\t_ the Palladium last week, Sir Henry Wood and the New 
symphony Orchestra presented a Bach-Handel programme that 
might well have been taken straight from a Promenade season. There 
was the additional attraction of those two superb artists, Ethel Bartlett

A JUMBLE SALE 
BY AUNTIE 


RECEIVED a circular from some Jewish 
[crarits or other inviting me to contribute 
to a jumble sale. “ Now is your chance,” | 
was wheedlingly invited, “to get rd of that 
lumber you have been meaning to dispose of 
for years,” or words to that effect. As 1 was 
considering the matter, it occurred to me what 
a jolly jumble sale it would turn out to be 1 
everybody reaily did get rid of lumber they had 
been meaning to, or promising to, climinate, 
though they had always tailed to come up to 
scratch. 
Lost-TEMPER STALI 
Going through the hall, our representat ve's 
attention was first attracted by the Lost- Temper 
Stall. It was surprising what a splendid stock 
of all sorts of tempers had been accumulated, 
and they were almost being given away. There 
were the more violent sorts which, was sug- 
gested, would make an excellent substitute for 
fireworks or anything for which explosives were 
useful, There were also the much uglier sullen 
and sulky kinds, and one really couldnt 
imagine anybody wanting to acqu're those at 
any price. But that is the wonderful thing 
about jumble sales —almost anything goes. 
STALL 
No one seemed able to explain why it was 
called “ Truth Stall,” . because truth was just 
what you couldn't get on it. Exactly the con- 


trary. It was like calling a sweet. stall the 
“ Sour. Stall.”. There were all soris and sizes 
of fibs: The wriggly ones, you know, that just 


come out like the daisies; and the cultivated 
ones that need a lot of preparation. There were 
even some whopping big Lies that made one 
wonder how they came to the sale at all, for 
the circulars specially mentioned that it was 
limited to articles that would occasion no difh- 
culties of transport. > But somebody or other 


had discarded them and apparently customers 


were awaited. 
TEASE STALL 

Although it was quite early, visitors were 
heard inquiring for teas. Following the direc- 
tions given, our representative arrived not at 
the refreshment department——apparently there 
was none—but at what was called the Tease 
Stall (the mistake was excusable). Here were 
displayed in infinite variety what, for want of 
a better word, may be described as irritations 
and annoyances. There was an over-made-up 
doll (you rcould just have scraped the lhpstick 
off), Another exhibit on the same stall was a 
gramophone record of a raucous conversation 
on a bus-—or so it sounded—that really did 
tease with its overloud vulgarities. There were 
‘even diamond rings which seemed quite out of 
place in a jumble sale. 


MEAN STALI 


There was -one stall which needed a tittle 
cxamination before 'the nature of tus exhibits 
became apparent. It seems that: here the 


organisers had collected, without much difh- 
cully, it was said, some choice specimens of 
ulter meanness. There was an autograph letter 
from quite a well-known person saying that as 
she was going on a tour round the world she 
would not be able to send, her chauffeur to the 
sale as usual, but hoped it would be a success. 
Of course, that was at the top end of the stall. 
There were some examples of a humbier sort. 
like a boy's pair of skates that had been hidden 
so that his brother should not use them when 
he did not want them himself, 


LUMBER 

There were many other stalls, but the hall 
became uncomfortably crowded and our repre- 
sentative was glad to have a few moments with 
the efficient Secretary. 

“We could have filled the hall three times 
over,” she said, “if we had had time. It is 
amazing what a lot of things people can get
